sachusetts state legislators used to warn 
darkly of needing to check with “Number 
One” before taking action on issues of in- 
terest to the Catholic Church. 

Those days should be long gone. They’re 
not. The parade of conservative religious 
figures — including Cardinal Bernard Law 
— who sent a message to lawmakers this 
week that lesbians and gay men should be 
denied the full range of their 
humanity was reminiscent of _[ 
an earlier, meaner era. ! 

Religious conservatives tes- || 
tified in favor of House | 
Bill 472, the so-called De- 
fense of Marriage Act, which 
would emulate similar laws at 
the federal level and in 29 
states that prohibit the recog- 
nition of same-sex marriages. 
If the bill passes, Massachusetts would 
refuse to honor gay marriages even if other 
states (Hawaii and Vermont may be on the 
verge) legalize such unions. Governor Paul 
Cellucci, once thought to be friendly to gay 
and lesbian issues, has said publicly that he 
opposes gay marriage. 

It’s bad enough that the bill would perpetu- 
ate discrimination against gay and lesbian 
couples. What’s worse is that Law and com- 
pany are acting on what is essentially a reli- 
gious agenda, trampling on the constitutional 
separation of religion and state. Nor should 
anyone construe those who are pushing the 
bill as speaking for all religious people. Nearly 
200 clergy and religious activists — not just 
religious liberals such as Unitarian Universal- 
ists and Congregationalists but also Catholics, 
Baptists, and Jews — have endorsed the right 
of lesbians and gays to marry.

Tainted process 


The brazenness with which politicians 
continue to embrace special-interest money 
is depressing. 

Texas governor George W. Bush is raising so 
much cash for his presidential campaign 
($13 million so far) that some of his advisers 
are reportedly hoping he’ll opt out 
of public funding — and thus, 
like Steve Forbes, avoid having to 
disclose the identity of his well- 
connected benefactors. 

Vice President Al Gore, no 
stranger to fundraising contro- 
versies, has named as his cam- 
paign chairman Tony Coelho, 
who resigned from Congress 
after getting ensnared in the 
savings-and-loan scandal of the late 1980s. 

In Massachusetts, House Speaker Tom 
Finneran took $10,000 in contributions from 
Fleet Bank executives not long after sticking 
the knife in a pro-consumer bill that would 
have prevented Fleet and other banks from 
whacking ATM users with additional fees. 

What’s even more depressing is the disre- 
spect Finneran’s House last week showed to 
voters who wish to clean up this mess. 

To its credit, the House approved $10 mil- 
lion as a down payment to fund the “Clean 
Elections” referendum, passed overwhelm- 
ingly last November, which would set up a 
public-financing system for state candidates 
who agree to abide by strict spending limits. 

But the members, in a late-night Friday 
session, perverted the public’s intent by 
rushing through two dubious amendments. 
One would ask voters, through a ballot

The bill now moves to the Senate, where 
President Tom Birmingham has offered his 
qualified support for the intent of the refer- 
endum. Birmingham should push for full 
funding and work out any reservations he 
has with the original measure’s proponents, 
rather than attempt — as Finneran did — 
to sentence it to death by amendment. 


Late nights on the T 

Sometimes the legislature even gets it 
right. That was surely the case last week, 
when the Committee on Transportation di- 
rected the MBTA to develop a pilot program 
for late-night T service on weekends. Start- 
ing in 2000, the T would shut down at 
2:30 a.m. rather than at 1 a.m. on Friday 
and Saturday nights (see “Last Call,” News 
and Features, page 23). 

That’s a good first step. But the legislature 
should insist that the T move aggressively to- 
ward permanent late-night service, as the 
Phoenix first advocated nearly a year and a 
half ago. The opposing argument advanced 
by MBTA officials — that such service would 
cut into time now set aside for rail mainte- 
nance — is a false one: T managers are al- 
ready planning to run buses rather than sub- 
way cars during the late shift, because of 
safety as well as maintenance concerns. 

Bostonians — students and residents, 
visitors and natives — should be able to 
take advantage of the city’s increasingly vi- 
brant nightlife without worrying about being 
stranded. ae

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FOLLOW-UP 
Moral medicine? 


Three weeks ago, the Phoenix reported on Dennis 
Selkoe, an Alzheimer’s disease expert at Harvard Medical 
School who was the target of a conflict-of-interest 
complaint. Selkoe had served on a scientific committee 
that endorsed a controversial blood test, but had failed to 
mention his financial relationship with the test’s maker 
(“Science for Sale,” News and Features, April 30). 

After five months of deliberation, a Harvard panel has 
decided that Selkoe did not violate the university’s 
conflict-of-interest rules. But the panel has not let him off 
the hook entirely. At its behest, Selkoe will publish an 
unusual after-the-fact disclosure statement in the 
Neurobiology of Aging, the journal that published the 
original report on the blood test in April 1998. In 
addition, the university says it plans to clarify its conflict- 

of-interest regulations to 
ensure that researchers 
disclose their industry 
links whenever they report 
on related research, says 
medical-school 
spokesman Don Gibbons. 
For his part, Selkoe 
regrets not noting his 
relationship with Athena 
Neurosciences, the 
company — which he co- 
founded — that 
manufactures the test. But 
4 he feels that the entire 
case has been blown far 
out of proportion. 

“I’m not willing to be 
singled out as having 
violated ethical guidelines, 
because I did not,” he says. “This is a very serious matter, 
and what’s most important to me is my scientific 
credibility.” 

Sheldon Krimsky, a Tufts University professor who 
studies university-industry relationships, sees the case 
differently. He believes that universities, researchers, and 
the journals in which they publish their findings need to 
take a stronger stand on financial disclosure. As it is now, 
consumers and their doctors are often unaware that a 
university scientist endorsing a new drug may have 
conflicting loyalties. Krimsky thinks that Harvard, known 
for having the strictest conflict-of-interest policy in 
academia, copped out. Based on the ruling, “as long as 
someone discloses the interest after the fact — however 
long that takes and whatever damage was already done — 
the person is cleared of violating Harvard’s conflict-of- 
interest rules,” Krimsky says. “It all sounds like post hoc 
rationalization.”

Bike Week still bleak 


Vanishing affordability 


Another 223 units of affordable 
housing may be headed for 
extinction in Boston. 

Owners of the Keystone 
Apartments, an elderly-housing 
building in Dorchester, told tenants 
this past winter that they’re not 
going to renew their federal housing 
subsidy when it expires next year, 
making the company eligible to raise 
rents to market level — well beyond 
the reach of poor and most working- 
class renters. 

The building’s principal owners, 
Corcoran, Mullins, and Jennison 
Companies Inc., say that current 
tenants won’t be displaced, a pledge 
that state representative Martin 
Walsh (D-Dorchester) says the 
company reaffirmed to him. 

That’s all well and good. But the 
problem here, and with thousands of 
other units in Boston and across the 
State, is that even if owners agree to 
allow existing tenants to remain at

current rents, 
those units will be

Housing 
advocates say the 
Keystone may be 
an ominous sign of 
what’s to come: 
according to the 
nonprofit Citizen’s 
Housing and 
Planning Association, there are 
nearly 5000 units of housing in 
Boston whose federal Section 8 
contracts will expire within five 
years. 

All may not be lost, though. A bill 
under consideration in the state 
legislature would give cities and 
towns the option of holding 
referendums on whether to impose 
new regulations on such “expiring 


use” housing. (Last 
year, a nearly 
identical bill made it 
through the House 
and Senate before 
Governor Paul 
Cellucci vetoed it.) 
Federal housing 
officials, sensing 
that owners are 
looking to cash in 
once subsidy 
contracts expire, 
recently indicated 
that they’re willing to pay owners 
significantly more in subsidies in 
return for their sticking with 
affordability programs. Whether the 
Keystone owners bite, says Michael 
Kane of the Massachusetts Alliance 
of HUD Tenants, is a test case of 
whether owners across the state will 
continue doing business with HUD 


or let affordability disappear.

You really had to bite your tongue to avoid 
bursting into uncontrollable laughter this week 
as Boston launched “Bike Week,” its annual 
celebration of urban cycling. Other than a New 
York Yankees World Series victory parade, it's 
hard to imagine a more inappropriate party for 
this city to host. Boston, after all, is the city 
that Bicycling magazine rated the worst (that’s 
right, butt-naked /ast) American metropolis for 
cycling in 1998. 

In fairness, Boston is just keeping up with 
the whole state of Massachusetts, which is 
considerably off the pace in its 
accommodations for cyclists. This week, 
MassBike, the state’s leading bicycling- 
advocacy group, zinged the state for dragging 
its feet on a statewide bicycle-transportation 
plan initiated last spring. In a press release

titled “Bicycle Plan Gets a Flat Tire,” MassBike 
slammed the Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction for neglecting 
key elements of the plan, including its 
recommendation for a bicycle-specific state 
office, and for failing to involve outside cycling 
advocates and local planners in state roadway 
discussions. 

“You might just say they’re falling behind,” 
MassBike’s executive director, Conrad 
Willeman, says of the state’s bike plan. “Part 
of the problem is that they're not 
communicating at all with people outside their 
own agency.” 

Not so, argues Astrid Glynn, the state’s 
deputy secretary for multimodal 
transportation, who says Massachusetts has 
“spent or committed” nearly $11 million for 


accommodations each time it rebuilds a road. 
Many people in the EOTC are well versed in 
bike-speak, says Glynn, and they often 
contact outside sources for comment. “Our 
contact with bicycle advocates is regular and 
frequent,” says Glynn. “It’s a shame that it 
does not appear to be as thorough as Mr. 
Willeman would have liked it to be.” Either 
way, it’s clear that in these parts, more 
people still want to argue about bikes than 
celebrate them.

James Marini, principal of Newton North High 
School, knows how nerve-racking a bomb threat 
can be. On April 28, a sophomore at the high 
school phoned in two false reports of explosives in 
the building. Two thousand students had to be 
evacuated. 
Last Thursday, May 13, 
Marini talked about that 
frightening 
experience 
before a group e oe 
of 180 Middlesex Sm ff 
County school “owe x 
superintendents, 
principals, police 
chiefs, and fire chiefs 
at the Burlington Marriott 
hotel. The occasion was a 
school-safety training 
session convened by 
Middlesex District 
Attorney Martha Coakley 
in the wake of last month’s 
shootings at Columbine 
High School in Colorado. 
During the half-day 
program, members of the 
State Police Bomb Squad Unit warned that bombs 
can be built from ingredients found in the home, 
using instructions available on the Internet. 
Lieutenant Marty Faye discussed how to recognize 
a bomb and how to handle bomb-threat calls. And 
trooper Ed Reese used his bomb-sniffing Labrador 
retriever, Izod, to demonstrate how specialists find 
bombs in large buildings such as schools. 

“State police say 96 percent of bomb threats are 
false, but schools must be prepared on how to 
evacuate children safely, as well as how to handle 
threats so that the caller can later be identified,” 
explains Coakley. “We may never have a situation 
like the one in Littleton, but we must know what to 
do if ever a crisis occurs.” So many people had to 
be turned away from the training session, Coakley 
says, that she is planning a second one in the near 
future. 

Within the next month, the DA's office will also 
establish a Middlesex Crisis Response Task 
Ferce to help Middlesex schools in developing 
individual search and evacuation plans. A full-day 
training session focusing on search and 
evacuation procedures will be scheduled this 
summer, Coakley says.

CLOSURE 
Water(stone’s) 
under the bridge 


“Vague” seems to be a byword at Waterstone’s 
these days. For the past few months, the Exeter 
Street bookstore has been rife with rumors, the 
publishing industry has been abuzz with speculation, 
and the store’s owners — British booksellers 
W.H. Smith — have been keeping mum. 

Now, though, it’s official: “They’re going to close 
us,” says Waterstone’s assistant manager, Caroline 
Keys. “We have no idea when — in the semi-near 
future. It’s been vague for a while.” 

It was another story back in 1991, when 
Waterstone’s saw Exeter Street as the crown jewel in 
a potentially glittering US empire. “There was a 
vision problem,” says an employee, who asks that his 
name not be used. “They had the idea that they 
could have 50 stores like ours in the US. But that 
didn’t work out.” Stores in Chicago and Delaware 
recently went under, and even though the Back Bay 
location remains solvent, W.H. Smith’s response has 
been to cut its losses, shut its last remaining street 
stores — Faneuil Hall, Burlington Mall, and Exeter 
Street — and focus exclusively on the lucrative 
airport market. 

And to do so with as little fuss as possible. 

“If Smith had their way, they’d have snuck out of 
town,” says the employee. “I feel bad for the people 
on the floor. They weren’t made aware of the 
situation until a couple of weeks ago.” 

In a way, the official announcement has come as a 
relief. “Morale’s been low for months and months,” 
the employee says. “The rumors made our job very 
difficult.” In fact, he says, at this point many of 


Waterstone’s 30 or so staff members “would almost 
rather it close than stay open.” Almost. 
is going away,” the employee 
says. “It was a different kind 
of store: the location, the staff, 
the reading series.” That series 
was especially successful, a 
prime spot for literary 
and pop-culture icons like Suzanne Vega. “Boston 
bookselling,” says the soon-to-be ex-employee, “will 
need a heart transplant after this place goes down.” 
When that might happen is, well, vague: “I am not 
at liberty to say whether it will take another month or 
another five months,” says a W.H. Smith spokesman

pay for his arrogance. Would you trust him with your 
heart, or would you worry he might “mudge the truth” 
again?

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THE STRAIGHT DOPE’

How would I go about putting a curse on someone — prefer- 
ably with voodoo? Is there someone I would have to contact, or 


could I do it all at home? Thanks in advance. 
A quiet loner in Northern California 


PS. If you’re unable to give out curse instructions (because of 
legal problems, I'd presume), could you at least tell me how to 
create a zombie? 


Easy, pal. Try doing my job for a week. 

As for the curse, sorry, but that’s one answer where I’d wind 
up either as a fraud or a co-defendant. Zombies are another 
story. Although I don’t have a recipe, I’ve heard tell of an active 
ingredient for a zombie cocktail that’ll take your breath away. 
But I have to warn you: the one account of zombification we 
have by a Western scientist has been hotly contested. Proceed 
at your own risk. 

Our source here is ethnobotanist Wade Davis. In 1982 he 
visited Haiti to see if he could learn the secret of the “zombie 
powder” that local sorcerers, known as bokors, allegedly use 
to reanimate the dead. As told in his 1985 book, The Serpent 
and the Rainbow, Davis had little to go on but some tantaliz- 
ing stories and a few contacts. Nonetheless, during his first 
week in Haiti he managed to meet two alleged zombies 
who'd been patients at a local psychiatric institute. What’s 
more, with the aid of a wad of greenbacks, he was able to 
witness the manufacture of a batch of zombie powder. In a 
chilling passage, he tells of a midnight trip to a graveyard 
where he watched a bokor and his assistants dig up the 
corpse of a recently deceased infant, portions of which were 
added to a witch’s brew of plants, sea worms, toads, lizards, 
and fish. 

As time went on, Davis learned a bit about why zombies were 
created. Typically the victim had antagonized his family or 
neighbors, who then hired a bokor to do him in. The bokor 
would spread zombie powder on the threshold of the home of 
the victim, who, when he entered, would absorb it through his 
feet. After falling into a deathlike trance, the victim would then 
be buried and later summoned from the grave by the bokor, 
who would exploit the zombie as a slave. 

During several trips to Haiti, Davis was able to collect eight 
samples of powder. A number of the ingredients had psychoac- 
tive properties, but the most important, he concluded, was a 
potent neurotoxin called tetrodotoxin, which was extracted 
from the puffer fish found in Haitian waters. The principal 
symptom of tetrodotoxin poisoning is paralysis — often the 
victim remains conscious, but his breathing becomes so shallow 
that he appears lifeless. 

Davis tells of providing samples of zombie powder to pathol- 
ogist Leon Roizin, who tested them on rats. Roizin told him 
that the animals became completely immobilized and unre- 
sponsive, though heartbeat and brain waves were still 
detectable. After 24 hours the rats recovered, apparently with- 
out lingering effects. Davis never actually saw the creation of a 
zombie and concedes that there is much about Haitian society 
he doesn’t understand. But one might conclude that 
tetrodotoxin was the drug used to create zombies. 

It ain’t necessarily so. Davis’s hypothesis has been bitterly 
disputed by other scientists. Two experts on tetrodotoxin, 
C.Y. Kao and Takeshi Yasumoto, tested two of his samples 
and found they contained only a minute amount of it, too lit- 
tle to have any pharmacological effect. According to an 
account of the controversy in the journal Science, Davis him- 
self fed zombie powder to rats without result, a fact not cited 
in his books. Roizin never repeated his experiments, pub- 
lished his results, or determined what was in the samples he 
was given. In the Science article, he was quoted as saying he 
was “embarrassed.” 

If tetrodotoxin doesn’t produce zombies, what does? In 
1997, two researchers told of examining three alleged zombies. 
They concluded that “mistaken identification of a wandering, 
mentally ill stranger by bereaved relatives is the most likely 
explanation.” I mean, we’ve all encountered our share of 
glassy-eyed vegetables. Who’s to say whether the cause is exot- 
ic poisons or too much TV? #

Could Petruccelli’s win bring Menino even 
more allies? Plus, ballot questions test 
progressives’ pocketbooks; Democrats 
crack down on turncoats; and Gore wins 
a straw poll, but what does it all mean’? 


Winners 
and losers

After one of Eastie’s biggest political 
brawls in years, Mayor Thomas Menino 
walked away with a victory on May 11 when 
his former aide Anthony Petruccelli won the 
Democratic primary vote to replace depart- 
ed state representative Emanuel “Gus” 
Serra. 

As the Democratic winner, Petruc- 
celli is a lock in June’s final election 
against Republican Thomas Mc- 
Carthy, so the victory gives Menino a 
new buddy in the State House. But be- 
yond that, it could have fallout in this 
year’s city-council races. 

Why? Because while Menino 
backed the victorious Petruccelli, 
Menino’s biggest antagonist on the 
council — at-large councilor Peggy 
Davis-Mullen — backed Petruccelli’s 
opponent, Richard Lynds. 

Now, with Davis-Mullen up for re- 
election in the fall — and hoping for 
the kind of strong turnout that might 
give her a base to run for mayor — 
Petruccelli’s rise gives the soon-to-be 
state rep and his mentor a chance to 
strike back. 

They even have a perfect vehicle: 
Greg Timilty, who’s running for one 
of the council’s four at-large seats. 
Timilty, scion of a Boston political 
dynasty, has close ties to Menino and 
was a visible presence for Petruccelli at 
the polls last week. He and Petruccelli 
are buddies who played football together at 
BC High. With that friendship, it’s not hard 
to imagine Petruccelli getting out the Eastie 
vote for Greg Timilty this fall. 

John Nucci, a former city councilor who 
lives in East Boston, thinks the Eastie vote 
might even swing the election. “Timilty will 
enjoy huge support from the Petruccelli 
camp in East Boston,” says Nucci. “He gets 
a whole bunch of votes as a result of this 
representative race. If an at-large candidate 
can hold his or her own across the city, 
maximize his or her base, and then steal a 
whole bunch of votes in East Boston, it 
could make the difference between winning 
and losing.” 

Petruccelli isn’t so ready to admit he’ll 
boost Timilty or seek vengeance against 
Davis-Mullen, but neither does he quite rule 
out blocking for his old football buddy. “I 
don’t see myself in a position to help anyone 
in any races,” he says, adding that “I’m in 
the business of making friends. I’m not out 
to make any enemies.” However, he does 
admit he was “turned off” by the fact that 
two at-large councilors — Davis-Mullen and 
Mickey Roache — backed his opponent. 

What’s more, after enjoying the mayor’s 
support in the fight against Lynds, it seems 
unlikely that Petruccelli would suddenly for- 
get his friends.

As the summer deadline for submitting 
questions for the 2000 ballot draws closer, a 
group of health-care advocates is preparing

Behind the proposal is the Ad-Hoc Com-

coverage in Massachusetts, and liberal ac- 
tivists Jim Braude and John O’Connor, 
whose ubiquity around progressive causes 
can’t be untethered from his political ambi- 
tion (see “And in This Corner . . . ,” page 
26). 

According to the committee, about 
755,000 people are without health insur- 
ance in Massachusetts — and HMOs are 
notoriously loath to provide costly treat- 
ments even for those with coverage, adds 
committee co-founder David Himmelstein. 
“The crisis of the uninsured continues,” 
says Himmelstein, an associate professor at 
Harvard Medical School. “If anything, it is 
growing. And even many with insurance 
find that their coverage is utterly inade- 
quate. We are faced with the crisis of a sys- 
tem that’s concerned more with money and 
business than with patients.” 

It’s hard to fault the sentiment of the 
group, which also includes Dr. Bernard 
Lown of the Harvard School of Public 
Health, the founder of International Physi- 
cians for the Prevention of Nuclear War, 
which won the Nobel Peace Prize in 1985. 
But bringing universal health care to the bal- 
lot box is almost certain to trigger a nasty 
fight, with a lot of cash flying around. The 
stakes are staggeringly high, and the insur- 
ance industry and the hospitals and the 
HMOs will go to the wall to fight anything 
they see as threatening — just remember

the all-out war against President Clinton’s 
health-care proposal a few years back, 
which became a domestic waterloo for the 
president. 

Meanwhile, another all-out fight is 
shaping up over another 2000 ballot 
question. The anti-tax crusaders at Citizens 
for Limited Taxation and Government are 
readying a drive to slice that “.95” off the 
state’s 5.95 percent income tax, reducing it 
to a flat five percent. The plan, backed by 
Governor Cellucci, will face opposition 
from the Tax Equity Alliance for Massachu- 
setts, Senate president Tom Birmingham 
and others who might disagree with the 
idea that saving one percent of income is 
worth cutting more than a billion dollars in 
state revenues. (Disclosure: I worked at 
TEAM in 1998.) 

Now comes an interesting question: what 
happens at the polls when two big-ticket pro- 
gressive battles are fought at the same time? 

There are two ways of looking at this. One 
is that it creates synergy for progressives. Af- 
ter all, voters who support universal health 
care are unlikely to support the tax rollback, 
and two issues that progressives care about 
will attract more energy than one. 

The other perspective is more pessimistic, 
and perhaps a bit more realistic. You need 
to raise money to wage a campaign, espe- 
cially with major industries lined up against 
you. And competition for progressive dollars 
could hinder one or both campaigns. Al- 
though Himmelstein says the health-care 
ballot drive will be a “grassroots” effort to 
harness public anger at the current system, 
the reality is that translating public anger 
into voter turnout takes PR, and probably 
lots of it. The cost of fighting the tax roll- 
back could easily reach into the millions — 
and that means approaching big-money lib- 
erals and other progressive sympathizers 
who may also be hit up by health-care advo- 
cates. “It’s easy to imagine we will be going 
after some of the same 
people,” says one insider.

dealt.” (In many straw polls and caucuses, 
candidates try to pack the house with their 
delegates.) And if a random selection of 
party delegates picks Gore that decisively, 
it’s bad news for Bradley. 

“If there’s any question at all about 
Gore’s strength at the grassroots level, 
they’ve been answered resoundingly,” boast- 
ed one Gore backer on the Democratic na- 
tional and state committees after the results 
were in. 

Not so, say members of Bradley’s Massa- 
chusetts team. Just before the convention, 
political consultant and new Bradley strate- 
gist Michael Goldman had tried to lower ex- 
pectations by preposterously declaring that a 
five percent showing would satisfy the team. 
Compared to that, of course, a three-to-one 
drubbing looks good, especially in light of the 
Gore campaign’s visibility at the convention. 

Standing in the press room beneath the 
auditorium soon after the convention closed 
Saturday, Springfield state representative 
Paul Caron argued that the poll achieved at 
least one of its main goals. “I wanted to get 
some excitement into this, a lackluster, off- 
year convention,” said Caron. “The way that 
presidential campaigns are run now, with 
the front-loaded primary schedule . . . this is 
a way to give delegates a voice in this pro- 
cess. If we wait for next March’s primary we 
are an afterthought, inconsequential.” 

Then Caron, sporting one of the Bradley 
campaign’s cute ANOTHER CELTIC FAN FOR 
BRADLEY buttons, explained that the results 
were only a “snapshot” and represented a 
solid showing for a candidate with a “rag- 
tag” bunch of supporters who had begun 
organizing in Massachusetts only recently. 

“This is the second day of spring train- 
ing,” said Goldman, who boasted that the 
poll was so unimportant he didn’t even 
bother attending the convention. “We are 
playing the world champions and we are a 
new team in the league. Beating us three-to- 
one ain’t so bad when we don’t even have a 
pitching staff yet.” 

Regardless of whom 
the poll helped, it ac- 
complished its mission. 
It moved the focus of 
the “issues convention” 
away from actual is- 
sues and toward presi- 
dential politics, where 
there’s little room for 
that pesky policy stuff 
anyway.

poll, in which party delegates were asked to 
choose between Al Gore and Bill Bradley in 
a hypothetical primary race. 

So premature as to be almost meaning- 
less, the poll nonetheless showed up in 
newspapers and TV reports both inside 
Massachusetts and out. New York Times 
New England bureau chief Carey Goldberg 
wrote about it, and even the Chicago Tri- 
bune picked up the story. According to the 
numbers, Gore clobbered Bradley, with 
1130 delegate votes to Bradley’s 385. 

It’s no surprise that Gore won — he has 
far more firepower than Bradley, even if he’s 
stumbled in recent weeks. The results, 
though, weren’t nearly as interesting as the 
post-game analysis. 

To one observer, the meaning of the re- 
sults was manifest — a net plus for Gore 
after several weeks of bad press. “It’s a sig- 
nificant win,” said Democratic consultant 
Mary Anne Marsh, who’s unaffiliated in the 
race, as she left the civic center late Satur- 
day afternoon. Marsh points out that dele- 
gates to the convention were selected be- 
fore the straw poll was planned, so both 
campaigns “had to play the cards they were 


representative 
Emanuel Serra, state senator James Jaju- 
ga (D-Methuen), and other Democrats 
who crossed the line and backed Gover- 
nor Paul Cellucci in last year’s campaign 
against Democratic nominee Scott 
Harshbarger. 

On Saturday, convention delegates voted 
to amend the party’s charter to bar Demo- 
cratic candidates from getting any resources 
from the state party if they back non- 
Democrats in other races. (“What re- 
sources?” was one insider’s reaction, but 
the party does help with phone banking, vol- 
unteers, and other get-out-the-vote efforts.) 
State party chair Joan Menard claims the 
crackdown was a long time coming; after 
all, Democrats have long backed Republi- 
cans for various offices. “People have been 
angry for years,” she says. “They started to 
organize their thoughts into actions to say 
we don’t want this to happen anymore.” 

Maybe, but no doubt it was last year’s un- 
expectedly close governor’s race that 
spurred party regulars to action. The 
amendment was, says South End Demo- 
cratic activist Mark Merante, “a ‘screw you’ 
to the Democrats for Cellucci.” bs]

UT BEFORE everyone starts getting 

carried away, realize that there are se- 
rious roadblocks to making late-night T 
service a reality. Last week’s develop- 
ments, while promising, represent only a 
tiny first step. Unless lawmakers, the busi- 
ness community, universities — and, most 
important, the general public — hold the

night. Buses, however, may be another story. 


From a public-safety perspective, late- 
night service is a no-brainer. Right now, 
the T shuts down long before the 2 a.m. 
closing of Boston’s bars and nightclubs, 
leaving patrons to-rely on cabs or, worse, 
their own cars. Keeping the T open later 
would encourage more partygoers to leave 
their cars behind, and any measure that 
can keep a potential drunk driver off the 
streets should be wholly embraced. 

What’s more, a late-operating transit 
system is in sync with Boston’s aspirations 
to become a bona fide nighttime metropo- 
lis. City leaders talk ad nauseam about be- 
coming a “world-class city,” but world- 
class cities don’t shut down their buses 
and trains before Conan O’Brien has wel- 
comed his first guest. Keeping the T open 
later would breathe new life into Boston’s 
after-dark scenery, and not just for the bar 
crowd. Restaurants, theaters, hotels, even 
art galleries would stand to benefit from 
expanded service. 

“Not all of us turn into pumpkins at 12 
o’clock,” state senator Steve Tolman (D- 
Brighton), who proposed a new feasibility 
study on late-night T hours, said at a May 





T’s feet to the fire, late-night service will 
absolutely, positively, not happen, for a 
number of reasons. 

First off, the MBTA’s top brass 
doesn’t want anything to do with it. In 
part this is because T management frets 
that late-night service would compro- 
mise maintenance of the trains and 
tracks, which, as we all know, are rickety 
and in constant need of fixing. (Another 
part of the problem is that T trains oper- 
ate on a single-track system, whereas 
New York and Chicago, whose systems 
run 24 hours, have parallel tracks, allow- 
ing trains to run on one track while an- 
other is repaired.) 

The MBTA also thinks that the cost of 
late-night service would far outweigh its 
benefits. There would be increased ex- 
penses for equipment wear and tear and 
for personnel; under its current contract 
with the carmen’s union, the T pays its 
night staffers a higher per-hour rate. Be- 
cause expanded hours would raise safety 
issues as well, there would need to be an 
additional law-enforcement presence.

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This, too, would cost money. The T esti- 
mates the added costs of running round- 
the-clock, seven days a week, at $27 mil- 
lion a year 

That ain’t cheap, and, understandably, 
it raises red flags at MBTA headquarters, 
where management is already under fire 
from the legislature to bring its spending 
under control. “It’s a little perplexing,” 
says Michael Mulhern, the T’s chief oper- 
ating officer. “On one hand, we’re under 
tremendous pressure to contain costs and 
operate like a business, and on the other 
hand, we’re being asked to provide unlim- 
ited service.” 

But the T may be protesting a bit too 
much. Most of its objections are based on 
studies of 24-hour service, seven days a 
week, which almost.no one seems to be 
asking for. Most late-night proponents 
argue for a more limited plan, such as 
staying open later on the weekends, and 
perhaps on Thursdays as well. When 
pressed, Mulhern acknowledges that a 
limited late-night system would not be as 
expensive (the T estimates that expanding 
Friday and Saturday service until 
2:30 a.m. would cost $2.5 million), and it 
wouldn’t dramatically compromise repair 
and maintenance. 

What’s more, it’s unlikely that late-night 
T service would actually involve trains. 
Both T managers and the carmen’s union 
(which favors extended hours, since it 
means more jobs, more work time, and 
thus more money for its members) prefer 
a night-owl “rubber rail” service, where 


borhoods, should embrace late-night ser- 
vice for the simple fact that it could keep 
those students out of cars.) 


EAy READINGS also suggest that 
proponents of late-night service may 
have an unlikely ally in Boston’s neighbor- 
hood groups. It is the nature of many of 
the city’s neighborhood groups to oppose 
everything except blue sky, sunshine, and 
long weekends. But late-night T service 
has attracted their attention, largely be- 
cause it could serve to alleviate the park- 
ing crises that plague city neighborhoods, 
especially student havens such as All- 
ston/Brighton, the Back Bay, and portions 
of Cambridge. At last week’s hearing, 
Shirley Kressel, the president of the Al- 
liance for Boston Neighborhoods, said 
she’s wholly in favor of extending T hours. 
“I think there’s a tremendous market for 
all-night ridership,” she said. 

But an even more valuable advocate for 
expanded MBTA hours is Mayor Thomas 
Menino, who could include expanded 
transit hours as part of his much-bally- 
hooed dream of a reinvigorated down- 
town. “(The mayor] thinks it’s a great 
idea — as long as there are safety precau- 
tions in place with the MBTA police pa- 
trols,” says mayoral spokesperson Robin 
Bavaro. 

Some elected officials have worried that 
extending MBTA hours would prompt bar 
and nightclub owners to lobby for later 
hours. Although Menino has shown some 
signs of softening on the 2 a.m. curfew 
(he told the Boston Globe’s Adrian Walker 
he might allow hotel bars to stay open till

buses would run along train routes. Not 
only is bus service less expensive than 
train service, it’s considered safer for rid- 
ers and operators, since buses run above 
ground, in plain view. (The T might run 
portions of the Green Line late-night, 
since many of its routes run above 
ground.) 

That said, operations are only half of 
this battle. The other part of making late- 
night service a reality is getting people to 
take advantage of it. Here, it’s critical for 
outside forces to assist the T as much as 
possible. Though Mulhern insists that the 
T will assiduously plug its late-night pilot 
program — “We would make a full- 
fledged effort to get the word out,” he 
says — it’s only natural to worry about an 
agency charged with publicizing some- 
thing it doesn’t want to do. (Asked if he’s 
concerned about the T’s ability to market 
late-night service, state senator Robert 
Havern (D-Arlington), the transportation 
committee’s co-chair, says flatly: “Yup.”) 

In fairness, however, publicizing late- 
night transportation shouldn’t be entirely 
the T’s responsibility. Boston’s bar and 
nightclub owners, who have grumbled for 
eons about the city’s sleepy infrastructure, 
must step up to the plate, spend some 
money, and help the T market its expand- 
ed service. Such an investment would no 
doubt pay off for the owners — the more 
people who realize they can take mass 
transit, the more people who will choose 
to spend a night out on the town. 

Likewise, groups that would be served 
by late-night transit ought to take up the 
cause. There are more than 200,000 stu- 
dents in the Boston area, and most of 
them could give a rat’s ass about local pol- 
itics, largely because, in their eyes, elected 
officials seem interested mainly in break- 
ing up their keg parties. But it would be- 
hoove them (especially when they return 
next fall) to contact their representatives, 
register to vote, and make their presence 
felt in the late-night T debate, since they 
would be a primary beneficiary of extend- 
ed hours. (University administrators, who 
are constantly under fire for ignoring the 
impact of drunken students in local neigh-

3 a.m.), it’s highly unlikely that neighbor- 
hood groups, which have staunchly op- 
posed last-call extensions, would budge on 
this position. Either way, though, it’s not 
any reason to hesitate on running trains 
later. (State representative Paul Demakis 
[D-Boston], who worried aloud at last 
week’s hearing that the clubs would want 
later last calls, nevertheless added that he 
has no problem with extending service “by 
at least a couple of hours.”) 

The proposed pilot program — which 
has to come back to the transportation 
committee this summer for approval — 
isn’t perfect. One problem is timing: be- 
cause of scheduling and planning con- 
cerns, the T doesn’t expect to get it going 
until January. This is unfortunate, since 
they’ll be missing out on the opportunity 
to promote it when students come back to 
school in September. Second, the pilot 
program should immediately be expanded 
to include Thursday nights, since that’s 
when the weekend truly starts for much of 
the city’s under-30 set. 

Even if these changes are made, there 
will be other hurdles. It’s possible that the 
proposal could encounter some rough 
seas if the T, as expected, raises its fares 
for the first time in five years. If riders 
think they’re paying extra bucks to subsi- 
dize the drunken bar crowd, they could 
get cranky. Proponents of late-night ser- 
vice would be wise to point out that later 
hours would also accommodate legions of 
service-industry employees (not to men- 
tion workers at hospitals and other 24- 
hour businesses). 

Still, there’s no question that late-night 
service represents something of a risk to 
an agency that isn’t supposed to be taking 
chances, especially with the people’s mon- 
ey. But this is one public-service venture 
that shouldn’t be measured strictly by its 
bottom line. “We have ignored for years 
the demographics of this city,” Senator 
Havern said last week. If Boston’s youth is 
ever to be served, the night shouldn’t be 
left strictly to the bureaucrats. =

ICHAEL CAPUANO IS sit- 

ting across from the man who 

runs NASA, pondering the 
possibility of extraterrestrial life. 

It’s an odd scene. Just five months 
ago, Capuano was still the mayor of 
Somerville, worrying about potholes 
and snow plows and other quotidian 
matters of life in that crowded work- 
ing-class city. Back then, he was more 
apt to wonder about the possibility of 
intelligent life on the Board of Alder- 
men than in distant galaxies. 

But now Capuano is Greater Bos- 
ton’s newest congressman, and sud- 
denly the issues confronting him are, 
well, astronomical. And today NASA 
chief Dan Goldin has paid a courtesy, 
call to discuss Capuano’s new seat on 
the House Science Committee, MIT’s 
high-tech laboratories, Mars landings 
— and, yes, the ultimate question: are 
we alone? 

Goldin hedges. “We have a lot of 
people who are uncertain,” he says. 

“Well, I’m not one of them,” Ca- 
puano quickly replies. He believes. 

But there’s no time to linger over 
such cosmic mysteries. Capuano cuts 
right to the chase. “For me, science is 
an economic issue,” he says. Recent 
cuts in NASA’s budget, he believes, 
are shortsighted. But, he adds, “I 
don’t know how you’re managing the 
place. Maybe if you’ve got a gold- 
plated toilet in the back of the room, 
that might not be so good.” 

From extraterrestrials to toilets, just 
like that. Welcome to Mr. Capuano’s 
Washington — living proof that you 
can take the boy out of Somerville, 
but you can’t take Somerville out of 
the boy. 

With his barrel chest and crooked 
nose, his flair for profanity, and his 
love of the word “ain’t,” Capuano 


seems out of place among the blow- 
dried slicksters and drawling South- 
erners who populate the Congress. At 
times, he seems as much at odds with 
his surroundings as Rodney Danger- 
field at the Bushwood Country Club 
in Caddyshack, offending sensibilities 
and marveling at the strange customs 
of the institution he has joined. 


Of course, every new congressman 
must adjust to the Capitol’s insular 
culture. But for this one, the differ- 
ences are more than just cultural. Ca- 
puano is a cocksure control freak 
who, in his nine years as mayor, got 
used to seeing his bidding done 
quickly and effectively by loyal min-

IOHN O’CONNOR SAYS he is 

“leaning against” running for 
Mike Capuano’s job next year. “You 
gotta give the guy a chance, and I re- 
ally hope he succeeds,” declares the 
Cambridge-based businessman, envi- 
ronmentalist, and all-purpose liberal 
activist. 

That said, however, O’Connor is 
quick to start talking the way he’s 
been acting: like a candidate. In fact, 
just talking about Capuano makes 
O’Connor rise from his chair to pace 
his office, his baritone voice boom- 
ing, his locker-room slang flying 

What’s clear is that John 
O’Connor thinks Mike Capuano is 
vulnerable. And it’s hardly an unrea- 
sonable notion: freshman congress- 
men always have a weak grip on their 
seats, but Capuano seems especially 
untested. He won last year’s Demo- 
cratic primary with just 23 percent of 
the vote — a race in which 
O’Connor won 13 percent, finishing 
fourth among 10 Democrats. (No 
other candidate in that race seems 
likely to run again.) 

“He won 23 percent of the vote, 
and now he’s trying to win the sup- 


port of a majority of the district,” 
O’Connor says, adding that the 
Eighth District’s liberal voters may 
find the pragmatic Capuano lacking 
in ideological zeal. 

“I think he’s done a good job,” 
O’Connor continues. “But whether 
he’ll be the progressive activist that 
this district requires is where the jury 
is out.” 

If O’Connor’s own jury rules that 
he should run, he could pose a 
formidable threat to Capuano. 
O’Connor has the credentials to gal- 
vanize liberals around the district into 
rallying around his candidacy. And 
he would have almost unlimited re- 
sources, thanks to the multimillion- 
dollar fortune of his wife, heiress 
Carolyn Mugar. O’Connor spent 
$2.3 million in 1998 — or more than 
$200 per vote — and could easily 
top that in a repeat. 

But O’Connor prefers to be known 
for his activism, not his wealth. Al- 
though he runs a Cambridge compa- 
ny that helps to “incubate” environ- 
mental businesses, O’Connor says he 
spends just 10 hours a week there,

devoting the rest of his time to political ac- 
tion. 

At the moment, for instance, he’s helping 
to organize a ballot referendum calling for 
universal health care, working with human- 
service groups to soften the state’s strict 
welfare laws, pushing the fight against a 
new Logan runway, and making the rounds 
of various activist events, such as last week- 
end’s state Democratic convention. 

O’Connor has been so active, in fact, that 
Capuano requested a meeting with him to 
gauge his intentions. The two men got to- 
gether on May 10 at a Greek diner in Cam- 
bridge. According to O’Connor, the meet- 
ing was cordial, but Capuano was typically 
direct. “His vision is that 
there are friends and en- 
emies,” O’Connor says. 
“He said, ‘John, I can’t 
work on issues with you 
until you decide if you’re 
running or if you’re not 
running. Because if you 
are running, then you’re 
an enemy.’ ” O’Connor 
states that he would like 
to cooperate with Ca- 
puano on issues such as 
blocking the proposed 
runway, but that Ca- 
puano has been cool to 
such overtures. 

O’Connor says he also 
encouraged Capuano to 
be more forceful on two 


key issues. First, he fratricide.

Indeed, several key members of the 
state’s delegation say they take issue with 
what they believe would be an unwarranted 
attempt at political fratricide. 

“As a general rule, to challenge an in- 
cumbent when you are essentially in ideo- 
logical agreement is a mistake,” says Repre- 
sentative Barney Frank of Newton. “Liber- 
als have very limited resources. It is self- 
indulgent to ask liberals to divert their ener- 
gies from other fights. Absent demonstrable 
incompetence, there’s no justification.” 

Representative Jim McGovern of 
Worcester says he knows and likes O’Con- 
nor. Still, he says, “if you’re going to run, 
you need to point to the distinctions and 
differences. Just saying ‘I’d rather be there 
than him’ isn’t gonna 
do. I hope he doesn’t 
run against Mike.” 

Says Bill Delahunt of 
Quincy: “I know that 
I'll support Mike Ca- 
puano and I'll do every- 
thing that I can to see 
that he’s re-elected.” 

Despite that support, 
however, Capuano may 
have another reason to 
sweat: the outcome of 
last week’s Somerville 
mayoral election, which 
could bode ill for his 
power base in the city. 
Capuano found himself 
on the wrong side of 
the Somerville fight, un- 
officially supporting al- 
derman John Buonomo, 
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asked Capuano to do 
more to question the re- 
cent merger between BankBoston and Fleet 
Bank, a deal O’Connor calls “anti-competi- 
tive” and a threat to minority lending prac- 
tices. “If Joe Kennedy were the congress- 
man, he would have been jumping on the 
table to stop this merger,” he says. (To be 
fair, Capuano has raised questions about 
the merger; and many experts argue that, 
for better or worse, no amount of political 
pressure can stop the deal.) — . ~, 3 

O’Connor also cautioned Capuano to 
pay more attention to the district’s huge mi- 
nority population. “The way to keep people 
like me out of the race is to improve on 
racial-justice issues,” O’Connor opines, 
calling Capuano’s controversial decision to 
close his Roxbury district office —- which 
Capuano says was a difficult budgetary 
choice — “a very bad move.” 

“He needs to represent everybody,” 
O’Connor says. 





R HIS part, Capuano argues that the 
talk of an O’Connor candidacy is the 
best thing that could happen to him. Ca- 
puano says that after the Boston Globe re- 
ported O’Connor’s interest in March, he re- 
ceived “tons of calls” supporting him — in- 
cluding ones from Boston mayor Tom

ions. Now he is a lowly Democratic fresh- 
man, marooned at the margins of a 435- 
member Republican Congress. Indeed, Ca- 
puano admits to a certain level of frustra- 
tion in his new surroundings. 

So far, he has chosen not to respond 
— as some freshmen do — by shouting 
from podiums, taking on his elders, and 
generally making a scene. He has gotten 
off to a cautious start, typically following 
the lead of the House’s Democratic lead- 
ership and his colleagues in the Massa- 
chusetts congressional delegation. Which 
may be the result, in part, of an unwel- 
come fact: just six months after his elec- 
tion, Mike Capuano is already looking over 
his shoulder. 

No sooner had he been sworn in, Capuano 
says, than he began hearing murmurs about a 
possible challenger for his seat next year. 
Thus, he was hardly surprised to see the 
Boston Globe report in March that the bom- 
bastic Cambridge enviro-businessman John 
O’Connor is thinking seriously about mak- 
ing him fight to keep his job next year (see 
“And in This Corner ...,” page 26.) 

Fortunately for a reporter torn over

who was defeated by 
former governor’s councilor Dorothy Kelly 
Gay. 

Kelly Gay may not be hostile toward Ca- 
puano. But she is close to some of his rivals. 
For instance, one of Capuano’s most 
avowed enemies, Somerville alderman Joe 
Curtatone, is a key Kelly Gay supporter and 
has joined her transition team. And she is a 
long-time ally of John O’Connor. 

Some observers of Somerville politics say 
Capuano’s lock on Somerville, where he 
won about 7800 of his 19,300 votes, could 
be in jeopardy. “Politically, there’s been a 
power shift in this city,” says one insider. 
Kelly Gay’s win “breaks up a lot of his ma- 
chine. She’s going to get rid of a lot of his 
people.” 

The prospect of an O’Connor challenge 
clearly bothers Capuano, who describes it 
as a distraction and “a pain in the ass.” 
Nonetheless, he insists that he welcomes a 
fight that would silence critics who suggest 
his election by a splintered vote somehow 
lacked legitimacy. 

“Let him come,”-Capuano says. “I 
want one-on-one. Why? So I won’t have 
to do this again. So we'll settle this once 
and for all.”

whether to raise the issue — after all, pols 
should be given at least some time to govern 
between campaigns — Capuano himself 
quickly brings up the subject of O’Connor.

IKE CAPUANO is constantly on the

funds, international debt relief, Boston’s 
Tall Ships celebration, and, of course, 
space exploration. (Mercifully bumped off 
his schedule: meetings with leaders from 
the opposition party of Kazakhstan — 


which Capuano later dismisses as “Kazakh- 


fuck” — and the American ambassador to 
Azerbaijan.) 

“I am so deeply exhausted,” he says. “I 
need a vacation.” 

Even if he hasn’t been in Congress for 
long, Capuano’s fatigue is understandable. 
He has gone well over a year without a va- 
cation, running at full speed ever since the 
fateful day in March of last year when Joe 
Kennedy unexpectedly announced his re- 
tirement from Congress. 

Kennedy had held the prized Eighth Dis- 
trict congressional seat, which represents a

diverse territory spanning Belmont, Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea, Somerville, Watertown, 
and much of Boston. The news of his im- 
pending exit set off a wild scramble for his 
seat among 10 Democrats, including Ca- 
puano, restless after nine years as 
Somerville’s mayor. 

Several of the candidates seemed better 
positioned than Capuano — the race in- 
cluded two millionaires, a former Boston 
mayor, and a state rep turned talk-radio 
host — but none had his rock-solid base or 
his well-oiled political machine. He seemed 
to come virtually out of nowhere to win the 
splintered primary (with a mere 23 percent 
of the vote) and breeze through the general 
election against token opposition. But Ca- 
puano had little chance to savor his victory. 
He had to wrap up affairs in Somerville, 
prep for Washington, and deal with a 
catastrophic water-pipe explosion that

flooded his home. 

Now Capuano seems dogged by a sense 
that he’s always one step behind. “Remem- 
ber the pile of reading I showed you last 
week?” he asks in a meeting with his staff, 
mournfully holding up a thick stack of pa- 
pers. “Does it look any smaller?” 

It takes time, of course, to become 
versed in the arcana of Washington — the 
complex parliamentary rules of Congress, 
the difference between an authorization 
and an appropriation, the partisan postur- 
ing and trickery. (And since, like most of 
his colleagues, he tries to spend Friday

through Monday back in his district, Ca- 
puano is typically in Washington just three 
days a week.) So for now, Capuano takes 
his cues from above: he went four months, 
for instance, before his first vote against the 
House’s Democratic leadership. 

One thing he’s learned fast, however, is 
how little influence a Democratic freshman 
has in a Republican Congress. He’s grown 
resigned to the powerless feeling of being 
on the losing side of a 311-105 vote. And 
perhaps even more distressing for a man 
used to running the show, he’s also learned 
how little control he has over his own life.

Capuano admits to being frustrated — 
and how could he not be? “I’m an over- 
controlling, maniacal . . . ” he once ex- 
plained, before cutting himself off with a 
smile. “I like to keep things centralized.” 

But if Capuano has few concrete 
achievements to brag about so far — his 
defining act has been to combat the unpop- 
ular plan to build a new runway at Logan 


Frank, the ranking Democrat on the 
House Banking Committee (on which Ca- 
puano also sits), says the new kid has made 
an early impact there — even if Capuano is 
so junior that he has to sit at a flimsy little 
table tacked onto the end of the built-in 
podiums in the committee’s Rayburn Build- 
ing hearing room. 

Frank says Capuano was helpful in per- 
suading Housing and Urban Development 
secretary Andrew Cuomo to boost afford- 
able-housing funding last month. At the 
press conference to announce the new 
money, in fact, Capuano was so ebullient 
that he spontaneously rewarded the HUD 
secretary with a bear hug. 

“That made an impression on Cuomo, I 
guarantee you that,” Frank says. 


ITTING BEHIND the desk in his small, 

undecorated office, Capuano has kicked 
his shoes off, as he often does, to reveal 
gold-tipped dark socks. His young staffers 
bustle in and out with messages and memos 
as he watches a wall-mounted television

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Kennedy, Tip O’Neill — all larger-than-life 
figures who seemed to endow the seat with 
mythic import. Yet while some politicians 
might eagerly embrace the role of epic hero, 

Capuano is unaffected by such grandiose 
thoughts. “I don’t worry about where I sit in 
the general scheme of history,” he insists. 

That’s for sure. It has long been Capuano’s 

style to play the role of proudly unrefined Ev- 
eryman. Once, when asked who his heroes 
are, he pointed to a photograph of a con- 
struction worker that was hanging on the 
wall. It is what his loyal supporters in 
Somerville love about him.

For the mo- 
ment, however, he finds himself off-bal- 
ance, and maybe a little out of place. 

Earlier this month, Capuano delivered 
his first speech on the House floor, a short 
address on the most important political is- 
sue of all: war. He has been wrestling with 
his feelings about the bombing of Yu- 
goslavia, but he says he felt compelled to 
speak his mind. 

“This conflict today, we might not like 
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the cards that are dealt, but they are dealt,” 
Capuano explained. “We are sitting here 
today, we have to deal with it today.” 

Crammed into the two minutes the 
House allots to “special orders” remarks, 
the speech was something less than 
Churchillian — as even Capuano admits. 
“It wasn’t the best,” he says. 

But we already know that Capuano is not 
a speechmaker. Or, as he puts it, “I’m no 
great orator. I’m no — you know.” 

What is striking is the note of humility 
that creeps into the voice of this defiantly 
proud Somerville kid. 

“I was nervous,” Capuano confesses.

female gangs 
are on the 
streets, 
Peady to fly 
their colors

O OLDER MEN sat on the front stoop 
of a big white Bowdoin Street Victorian, 
enjoying the warm breeze that rippled 

through the willow tree in the yard, sipping beer 
and playing checkers on a board so old and tat- 


tered that some of the squares were rubbed off. 


The men hesitated a moment as a gaggle of girls passed by, 
poking each other, giggling, and exchanging mock insults. Each 
of the six girls inconspicuously wore a white or blue bandanna 
— wrapped around a hair bun, draped through a belt loop on a 
pair of baggy jeans, or tied to a backpack strap. These weren’t 
fashion accessories; they advertised the teens’ identification with 
the Crips, an infamous LA-born street gang, a faction of which 
infiltrated Boston four years ago. The color blue is for the Crips; 
white is for the Doves, the nickname used by many of the fe- 
males associated with the gang. 

The girls ignored the men playing checkers. They were busy 
making plans. Someone had dissed a member of their group, so 
the subject was retaliation. But the setting wasn’t some dark al- 
ley away from the probing eye of,the cops. The teens plotted re- 
venge as they made their way down Bowdoin toward Geneva 
Avenue — to all appearances, they were nothing more than a 
group of students coming home from school. 

Somewhere on the other side of the city, the girl who had 
bumped shoulders, perhaps accidentally, with one of the Doves 
was unaware of what would be waiting for her at school the 
next day — a group of angry young women prepared to take 
turns assaulting her for the supposed slight. The target of the 
Doves’ wrath had apparently boasted membership in another 
gang, but the Doves knew she had been cast out and was there- 
fore easy prey. 

“She’s frontin’,” declared one of the girls. “She don’t roll with 
them no more. She can’t represent. We’re gonna beat her 
down.” 


TREET GANGS, of course, are traditionally a male 

province. But now, many fear, more young women are 
adopting the posturings and rituals of gang life. Cops and social 
workers say that female gangs, an under-the-radar presence in 
Boston for several years now, appear to be on the rise in neigh- 
borhoods such as Mattapan, Roxbury, and Dorchester. Girl 
gangs tend to be smaller and more loosely organized than their 
male counterparts, but they’re no strangers to violence. And, 
like male gangs, they can send their members’ lives on a down- 
ward spiral. 

“They are a definite presence out there,” says Lieutenant 
Michael Hennessy, head of the Boston School Police. “We are 
seeing a shift from groups of girls fighting over boys to gangs of 
girls who have become much more volatile, participating in 
crimes such as robberies, assaults, and drugs.” 

Police and street workers admit that lack of research makes it 
difficult to gauge the magnitude of the girl-gang problem, local- 
ly or nationwide. The US Department of Justice’s Office of Ju- 
venile Justice and Delinquency Prevention estimates that male 
gang members in New York outnumber female gang members 
by 20 to one; in Chicago, of 12,502 gang-associated offenders 
identified in the late 80s, only 250 were female. Still, the Justice 
Department cautions, “data on the number and distribution of 
females in gangs are extremely sparse . .. we know much less 
about the characteristics and performance of gang females than 
gang males.” 

To date, police and educators have identified 30 female gangs 
in Boston — some autonomous, some male-gang auxiliaries — 
with membership totaling around 400. That number includes 
those girls who’ve been accepted as full-fledged members of 
gangs that were once male-only. (In many cases, girls get drawn 
into gang life when they date male gang members and begin 
witnessing crimes.) In addition, says Hennessy, there are nu- 
merous loosely organized groups of five to 50 girls. By contrast, 
Hennessy notes, there are more than 1200 male gang members

in Boston — representing about three percent of the young 
males living in gang hot spots such as Mattapan, Roxbury, and 
Dorchester. 

In and out of gangs, violence among the city’s young women 
is on the upswing. At the Boston Public School Counseling and 
Intervention Center, where students are sent after breaking 
school codes of conduct, 122 of the 621 kids referred for vio- 
lent behavior this past school year — almost 20 percent — 
were girls, a marked increase over earlier years’ nine percent. 
Law-enforcement officials, who have worked hard over the past 
decade to bring male-gang activity under control, hope to head 
off this new crisis before it gets any worse. Last month, four fe- 
male officers, accompanied by members of the city’s probation 
department and the school police, began visiting schools and 
talking to girls about the downside of gang membership. By 
next fall, a written curriculum being compiled by the police may 
be available to all the city’s schools. 


IRL-GANG ACTIVITY began attracting official notice four 
ears ago, when police, probation officers, and social work- 

ers were gathering information for Operation Ceasefire, a 
much-lauded effort to reduce the gang violence that exploded in 
the late [980s and early 90s. Most of the research, and the 
crackdown, focused on male gangs, but in the course of their 
studies, experts identified some prominent female groups such 
as the Bad Mother Fuckers, the Corbitt Street Girls, and the 
Champer Dames. These gangs were basically autonomous, with 
loose ties to larger male groups for whom they carried weapons 
or delivered drugs. And they were fairly violent, meting out pun- 
ishment to any member who betrayed the group or refused to 
participate in beatings, robberies, or drug dealing. 

Today, those hard-core girl gangs have virtually disappeared 
as their members have had children, gone to jail, or simply out- 
grown gang life. But new female groups have taken their place. 
Dana Nurge, an assistant professor at Northeastern University’s 
College of Criminal Justice, has interviewed school administra- 
tors, street workers, law-enforcement officials, and female gang 
members about the growth of girl gangs. Today’s female gangs, 
Nurge reports, may evolve from informal cliques — whose crim- 
inal activity is limited to petty theft and assault — to more-struc- 
tured organizations that adopt traditional male-gang attributes 
such as colors, tattoos, hand signals, initiation rituals, oaths, and 
regulations. Although girl gangs shy away from such male-gang 
trademarks as graffiti and gunplay, police say, they do deal 
drugs, beat people up, and carry weapons — especially knives, 
razors, and bleach spray bottles, which they use like mace. 

“Make no mistake, these girls are not girl scouts,” says Lieu- 
tenant Gary French, commander of the Boston Police’s Youth 
Violence Strike Force. “They are not as organized as estab- 
lished male gangs, but they are getting close.” 

The “Green and Goldies” of Dorchester Avenue, near Ronan 
Park, prove his point. Since it formed last summer, the 10- 
member gang, headed up by 15-year-old twins, has gained a 
certain notoriety in Field’s Corner for verbally challenging 
groups of males the same age. The twins boast about everything 
from slashing the tires of rival groups’ parents’ cars to mugging 
commuters exiting the Field’s Corner MBTA station. They wear 
their colors in the form of hair clips or rubber wristbands, and 
they’ve developed an extended-thumb-and-pinkie hand signal 
similar to the gestures seen at hard-rock concerts. 

“We’ve made girls snatch purses, beat other girls down, and 
even steal other girls’ boyfriends in order to join,” says 
“Squeaky,” one of the twins. (Although the thin blonde claims 
that her name is derived from the nickname of the “coolest 
chick in the Manson family,” Lynette “Squeaky” Fromme, her 
sister says she got her moniker as a toddler with an unusually 
high-pitched squeal.) 

Billy Stewart, a juvenile probation officer at Dorchester Dis- 
trict Courthouse, says that girls join gangs for many of the same 
reasons boys do — “the camaraderie, the prestige, and ample 
access to drugs and cash.” Squeaky agrees with that last point: 
“If you drive around Dorchester, the people with the phat cars, 
phat clothes, and wads of cash are all gang-bangers,” she ex- 
plains. “It’s the easiest way to get what you want.” 

But there are deeper motivations, A closer look at some gang 
girls’ family histories uncovers serious troubles. According to 
the US Department of Justice, most contemporary female gangs 
are located in poor inner-city communities, and most girls who 
join them have family members who were or are gang members 
themselves. Many come from homes plagued by drugs, abuse, 
and violence, and many have only one parent involved in their 
lives. 

“They take that type of upbringing to the street,” explains 
Stewart. “They find girls like themselves and collectively take 
out their frustrations on rival groups of girls, strangers, or any- 
one they think poses a threat. 

“Economic background is not the only common denomina-

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ICK FOTHERGILL DOESN'T look like a 

world-class athlete. With a gray-flecked 

T-shirt clinging to him like Saran wrap and a 

pair of pale legs protruding from his baggy 

shorts, the 27-year-old concrete tester from 
Ontario, Canada, looks as though a round of golf might kill 
him. But Fothergill is on the verge of accomplishing a rare 
— historic, even — feat of skill and endurance. After a 
grueling six hours and 15 minutes of play, he is about to 
enter into the 256th screen of Ms. Pac Man. Known as the 
“kill screen,” it’s the last screen Ms. Pac Man’s creators 
bothered to program. When you clear it, the machine sim- 
ply packs up, exhausted. 

“Last board! Last board!” cries one of the spectators 
milling around behind Fothergill’s back. The announcement 
has people tottering atop stools, craning necks, clicking cam- 
eras. Only a handful of players have ever reached this stage. 
Fothergill has finished off Ms. Pac Man about a dozen times 
in his long career, making him perhaps the most accom- 
plished player in the history of the game — the Michael Jor- 
dan, the Mark McGwire, the Joe Montana of Ms. Pac Man. 

A hush spreads as the kill screen dissolves into a mess of 
squiggles, its program scrambled by endgame glitches. The 
board is inverted, the score upside down on the bottom of 
the screen. A roomful of techies fidget. Fothergill, oblivious 
to the crowd, hunches over the controls, yanking and flick- 
ing the joystick. Before him, a little yellow blob flees a clus- 
ter of multicolored ghosts. “It doesn’t get any more intense 
than this,” mutters an awed onlooker. 


The action is taking place at the Funspot, a sprawling 
multi-entertainment complex at Weirs Beach, New Hamp- 
shire, which is hosting a three-day tournament of classic 
video games. In an upstairs room roughly the size of South 
Boston, 110 video games from the late ’70s and early ’80s 
— the heyday of the video arcade — have been fixed up, 
turned on, and tuned to their tournament settings. 

The event, on the first weekend in May, is far and away the 
largest of its kind to have been held in 15 years, both in the 
number of machines and the number of world-champion play- 
ers present. Mark Longridge, Pat Laffaye, Stephen Krog- 
man, Robert Mruzak, Perry Rodgers, and Billy Mitchell 
may not be household names, but between them, these six 
men have set world records for Wizard of Wor, Dig Dug, 
Space Invaders, Pac Man, Ms. Pac Man, Joust, Frogger, 
Galaga, Arkanoid, Tetris, Doctor Mario, Firetruck, Donkey 









Kong, Donkey Kong Jr., Q*Bert, BurgerTime, Centipede, 
Galaxian, Carnival, Mario Bros., and Star Wars. 

“These guys were my heroes growing up,” gushes one 
young local. “This is a dream come true.” 

Right now, the attention is on Fothergill, who has just 
completed the kill screen. The crowd applauds. He turns 
around and pumps his fists in the air. Though his score of 
901,540 failed to set a record, and indeed fell 900 points 
short of Fothergill’s personal best, it’s still one of the highest 
scores ever recorded for the game. The previous evening, he 
set a new world record for original Pac Man with a score of 
3,333,270, a mere 90 points away from a perfect score. 

“This is unbelievable,” he says, breathless. “I never . . . ” 

All of the weekend’s contestants share a similar sense of 
elation at having been given the chance to compete once 
more. “I haven’t walked into an arcade in 15 years,” says 
Pat Laffaye, a Connecticut computer consultant who’s hop- { 
ing to regain the Frogger record he lost in the early ’80s. 

“I never thought I’d be doing this again,” says Wizard of 
Wor whiz Mark Longridge. 

Galaga master Stephen Krogman is equally thrilled. 
“It’s an honor to play with all these champions, people 
I’ve just read about in books,” he says. It’s difficult to 
overstate the momentousness of having all these players, 
all these years later, gathered together under one roof. 
But Walter Day, the organizer of the tournament, some- 
how manages: “It’s like Batman coming out of retirement, 

Superman coming out of retirement, Spider-Man coming 
out of retirement.” 
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F THE video-game world has a patron saint, it’s Day. 

With a thick beard, a receding hairline, and a pair of in- 
tense, smiling eyes set in a gaunt face, he patrols the floor 
of his tournament in a black-and-white-striped referee’s 
jersey, carrying a clipboard and encouraging the contes- 
tants. Day’s interest in classic video games dates back to 

1981, when he opened a small arcade in Ottumwa, Iowa. “I 
became fascinated by the superstars who get the high 
scores,” he says. The following year, Day founded the Twin 
Galaxies Intergalactic Scoreboard, which is the nearest 
thing to an official record-keeping body for video games. If 
Twin Galaxies hasn’t verified your record, you don’t hold 
it. “I’m the scorer for the whole world,” Day says. “It’s a 
very, very busy job.” 

Every serious video-game player in the country is aware 
of Day’s work — at least, every player who is considered 
serious by virtue of having had Day tag him as a champion. 
Thus the large number of superstars at the tournament. 
“These are extraordinary people.” Day says. “They have a 
higher sense; they’re seeing a bigger picture. They have 
more creative intelligence, more integration with their ner- 
vous systems.” 

J.C. Herz, author of Joystick Nation: How Videogames 
Ate Our Quarters, Won Our Hearts, and Rewired Our 
Minds (Little, Brown, 1997), puts it even more strongly: “A 
lot of these guys have the same understanding of Asteroids 
that a concert pianist has of Haydn. They play these games 
like musical instruments.” 

Plenty of people at the Funspot share her high opinion of 
the players. The place teems with youngsters: rookies eager 
to learn a trick or two, whiz kids intent on flaunting their 
own virtuosity before the masters. There’s even a small con- 
tingent of reporters, scurrying around after the contestants. 

The level of enthusiasm for a tournament of early-’80s 
video games has surprised even the hosts. “I can’t believe 
it,” says the Funspot’s Gary Vincent. “I thought we'd get 
some locals, some people from Massachusetts. But I’ve got 
people calling me from all over the world.” 

It wasn’t always so. Technology moves fast, and the taste 
of 13-year-olds moves even faster. The video-game indus- 
try long ago left games like Galaga and Dig Dug behind, 
replacing them with a series of increasingly realistic shoot- 
’em-up and kung-fu fantasies. Plus, there was the crash. 
“The whole industry went bust in ’84,” says Walter Day. “A 
lot of arcades went out of business.” By the mid ’80s, the 
days when people like Perry Rodgers appeared in TV com- 
mercials (“When I’m not playing games in the arcade, 
I’m... ”) or competed on the US National Video Game 
Team were over. The Guinness Book of World Records, 
which had previously published the scores Day compiled, 
withdrew its video-game category. By then, most video- 
game superstars had given up. In fact, Day himself retired 
in 1986. “I was so tired,” he explains. “It wore me out.” 

But a handful of classic games survived in arcades such 
as the Funspot, and interest — perhaps buoyed by a grow- 
ing 80s nostalgia — began to revive. In 1995, Day got 
back into the game, and last year he edited the first edition 
of Twin Galaxies’ Official Video Game & Pinball Book of 
World Records, a 984-page tome that logs thousands of 
scores and statistics culled from 31 countries. Suddenly, 
the old stars had a new reason to go on competing. The re- 
sponse to his book has been so overwhelming, Day says, 
that next year it will be published in two volumes. 

Home-entertainment giants such as Hasbro Interactive, 
Midway, and Sega recently decided that they want a piece 
of the pie, too, re-issuing many of the classics for home 
game systems. Web sites carrying the MAME (Multiple Ar- 
cade Machine Emulator) program — which allows home 
computers to mimic classic video games — are proliferat- 
ing like mad. Classic video-arcade consoles, which a few 
years ago could be bought for as little as $50, are suddenly 
worth much more. 


O SOME extent, the resurgence of classic video games 

is fueled by a generation’s predictable longing for the 
toys and joys of its teenage years. But there’s also a grow- 
ing consensus that these old machines are simply a lot 
more fun than their modern counterparts. Kids still drop 
millions of quarters into the new games, but no one would 
argue that anyone is forming the kinds of emotional bonds 
to House of the Dead that people did to Pac Man. 

“I like simpler games from a simpler time,” says Frogger 

champ Pat Laffaye. “Some people might look at Frogger 
and say it’s corny. Some might even say it’s a girl’s game.

But I find the violence of the new stuff disturbing. It 
doesn’t really interest me.” 

“There’s a big difference between old-school and new- 
school games,” says J.C. Herz. “The old games are better 
designed because they didn’t have good graphics, they

didn’t have the realism. Game design was all they had, so 
they had to work harder to design an entertaining experi- 
ence. Now they spend more money, but the design is a lot 
more sloppy.” 

You could think of the difference between old and new 
video games as analogous to that between old and new

films. Old filmmakers, without special effects to rely on, 
had to work harder to cultivate a mood, and the same goes 
for the creators of classic video games: without modern 
graphics and powerful processors, the designers of games 
such as Centipede and Donkey Kong had to rely on simple 
human creativity, and that turns out to be a lasting thing. 
“Pac Man is very primitive,” says the Funspot’s Gary 
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Vincent. “As far as memory, the only thing it remembers is 
the high score.” New games, on the other hand, have mul- 
ti-layer logic boards, adjustable everythings, and high-defi- 
nition screens. The result is that when you’re driving one of 
the cars in Daytona II, you’re not only looking at a very re- 
alistic road before you, but your car behaves as it 
would in real life. There’s a lot of technical skill 
involved, but not much artistry. 

“A lot of people are seeing these media master- 
pieces for what they are,” says Herz of thie older 
video games. “I really think that one day they will 
be considered great pieces of modern art. They 
hew to the same principles: simplicity and ele- 
gance. I honestly think that Asteroids should sit 
next to Mondrian in a museum one day.” 

There’s also a quirky surrealism to the classic 
video games that’s lacking in their contempo- 
raries. It must have taken a delightfully trippy 
imagination to dream up Frogger, with its little 
green critter hopping on the backs of turtles, 
dodging streams of traffic, occasionally getting 
flattened. Or BurgerTime, wherein the object of 
the game is to help Peter Pepper assemble enor- 
mous hamburgers. In today’s bloodthirsty video- 
game market, it’s unlikely that we'll see the likes of 
Mr. Egg and Mr. Pickle again. 


F YOU’RE reading this and thinking, “Ak, Mr. 

Pickle!” you’ll understand why these guys have 
traveled to New Hampshire from all over the 
country and beyond. Walk into the upstairs game 
room at the Funspot and it all comes flooding 
back: the dim lighting, the whiff of physical exer- 
tion, the riot of bleeps and squawks. 

And then there are the players. Wizard of Wor 
ace Mark Longridge, fairly or not, fits the video- 
game-player stereotype perfectly. Disheveled, un- 
tucked, with the facial and cranial hair of a revolu- 
tionary poet, Longridge came all the way from 
Hamilton, Canada, for the chance to compete. “I 
haven’t woken up yet,” he says. He insists he 
didn’t think twice about making the trip. “Every- 
one gets nostalgic about what they liked to do as a 
teenager,” says Longridge, who is 33. “We actual- 
ly get the chance to do it again.” 

It’s no surprise that every contestant in this 
tournament is circling 30. Look at the dates the 
games were conceived: Space Invaders (1978); 
Asteroids (1979); Defender and Missile Com- 
mand (1980); Donkey Kong, Frogger, Galaga, 
and Space Duel (1981); Tron, Q*Bert, Millipede, 
Pengo, BurgerTime, and Zaxxon (1982); Congo 
Bongo and Star Wars (1983). 

The majority of these guys were in their early 
teens when they hit their peak, which happened 
to coincide with the golden age of arcade games. 
They were hotshot kids, skipping school and 
showing off to their buddies. Now they’re ap- 
proaching middle age, with jobs and families and 
mushrooming midriffs. 

“When I heard about the competition, it was an 
odd feeling,” says Mario Bros. champ Perry 
Rodgers, 36. “It felt like the ’80s weren’t that long 
ago, like it’s all been continuous.” 

Youth, as someone once said, is wasted on the young — 
and so, apparently, is video-game prowess. The Funspot 
tournament doesn’t offer contestants a chance just to relive 
childhood, but to improve on it. As Pat Laffaye says, “I 
didn’t know how good I was back then. There was no one 
there to push me, 
to take me to the 
next level.” Then, 
after a pause, he 
says, “This is my 
chance to make 
up. 

“I’m not one to 
toot my own horn,” he continues, “but I should be the 
Frogger world champion by the end of the weekend.” 

There are a lot of world champions here, but when 
video-game buffs talk about their heroes, one name keeps 
cropping up: Billy Mitchell. He was one of the first players 
to get his name in the Guinness Book of World Records. He

set records on a mind-boggling selection of 
games: Donkey Kong, Donkey Kong Jr., 
Pac Man, Ms. Pac Man, BurgerTime, Cen- 
tipede. He still holds the longest-standing 
record: in 1982, he scored 874,000 points 
in Donkey Kong, and no one has topped it 
since. Indeed, Billy Mitchell might just be 
the most famous player in the world. 

Sporting a stars-and-stripes tie over a 
denim shirt, with a trimmed beard and a 
head of immaculate, Shaun Cassidy—cal- 
iber hair, he certainly looks the part. And 
he acts it, too. Speaking on the phone on 
the first day of the tournament, Mitchell 
begins our conversation by saying, “If I 
sound a little absent-minded, I’m playing 
while I speak. There’s a world record in 
the making here.” 

In the mid ’80s, Mitchell set high scores 
for Pac Man and Ms. Pac Man, only to 
have both records snatched away shortly 
thereafter, an experience he describes as 
“agonizing, a tremendous disappointment.” 
Fifteen years after the fact, he says, “I’ve 
come to take them back.” This weekend, 
Billy Mitchell is setting his sights on the 
elusive Pac Man perfect score, yet to be 
achieved by any player. 

“My motto,” says Mitchell, “is play to win. 
People ask, ‘Do you ever play for fun?’ I say, 
‘No. I play to win.’ The satisfaction is that 
you achieve what others can’t. If you can get 
100,000 on Pac Man, you’d surely be in the 
top one percent in the country, you’d turn 
heads anywhere you go. You’ve achieved a 
level that three or four people in the whole 
world could achieve. But if you don’t get that 
top score, you feel like you’re beaten. I know 
it’s silly, but it’s the truth. If you’re not the 
lead dog, the view never changes.” 

Mitchell insists that his passion for win- 
ning has abated somewhat, or at least shift- 
ed. On the phone, he says he can’t wait for 
me to get there — he’s itching to talk about 
Rickey’s, a hot sauce put out by the chain 
of restaurants Mitchell owns in Florida. 
“Now,” he says, “I bring my passion to the 
sauce.” 

As the weekend wears on, however, it be- 
comes increasingly apparent that the sauce 
is only sharing his attention, at best. The 
whole weekend, Mitchell barely budges 
from his Pac Man console — often playing 
the game and speaking into a cellular phone 
at the same time. If he made a trip to the 
bathroom, if he ate anything at all, I didn’t 
see him do it. 

“That’s the kind of player Billy Mitchell is,” 
says Gary Vincent. “Last night I had to switch 
off the machine and tell him to go home.” 


IDEO-GAME LORE is rife with tales 

of players pulling all-nighters, all-day- 
ers, all-weekers. Mitchell says it took him 
47 hours to set his Centipede record (“25 
million and one”). Perry Rodgers did 27 
hours at a charity event playing Mario 
Bros. Rick Fothergill says that in his hey- 
day he’d regularly play 12 to 16 hours at a 
stretch. Stephen Krogman, who works in 
a video arcade (“I play them and fix 
them”), recently knocked off his 10-hour 
shift, only to spend another 10 hours 
playing. Robert Mruzak once spent 49 
hours playing Star Wars, an experience he 
describes, with deadpan understatement, 
as “draining.” 

“These people are bound by the fact that 
they’ve gone through this ordeal, this manic 
dedication to a fringe activity,” says J.C. 
Herz. “There must be something like a Tao 
of Galaga in the seventh or eighth hour.” 

There is certainly a philosophy that 
grows out of spending long hours before 
the console. At least, if you’re Billy Mitchell 
there is. “You have to be able to question 
everything that happens in the game,” 
Mitchell explains. “Every time you die 
there’s a reason, and if you discover the 
reason you can prevent it.” 

According to Pat Laffaye, there’s some- 
thing pre-logical, even extrasensory, about 


mastering the game. When he’s playing 
Frogger, he says, he has to “predict” what's 
going to happen next. “When you hop on a 
log,” he explains, “you have to have a leap 
of faith.” At this point, when you don’t even 
have to think, you’ve entered what players 
call the Zone — or what cognitive scientists 
call “flow.” 

“It’s basically when you can do no 
wrong,” Laffaye says. “It’s hard to explain: 
you're totally focused on the game, you've 
blocked everything out, everything happens 
naturally.” When Laffaye’s in the Zone, he 
says, “I see everything in slow motion; I see 
this clear path, this very wide path. Every- 
thing is exaggerated. Milliseconds seem like 
eons.” 

And then there’s Bob Mruzak, for whom 
the weekend is all Zone, all the time. He 
just smashed his Star Wars record by nearly 
a million. “I thought I’d lost my knack,” he 
says, beaming. “It just came back to me af- 
ter 13 years.” 


ON the other hand, am a complete 

g Stranger to the Zone. All weekend I play 
1942, a game I vaguely remember being 
quite good at as a kid. The object is to fly a 
little World War II aircraft over a series of 
rudimentary terrains, shooting squadrons 
of enemy planes as you go. The only prob- 
lem is, the little bastards shoot back. No 
matter how hard I try, I can’t seem to log 
more than a few thousand points before be- 
ing blasted out of the sky. It’s a very sober- 
ing experience. Not to mention tiring, and 
maddening. At one point, as I slam my 
hand on the control panel and utter an 
Oedipal profanity, Walter Day happens by. 
“Remember,” he says, “1942 is a state of 
mind.” I watch him to see if he laughs. He 
doesn’t. 

So, with this advice ringing in my ears, I 
go on to log a score of 207,000, a high for 
the day. “Here!” I yelp at one of the clip- 
board-wielding officials wandering the 
floor. “Over here!” My name is entered 
onto the roll of honor. Never mind that the 
next day, when I walk past the machine, I 
will notice that some anonymous player has 
quadrupled my score. For a brief, shining 
moment, I am the best. It’s a good feeling. 

“Getting a high score is a real rush,” 
says Krogman. “I don’t drink, I don’t 
smoke. When I get a record, I’ve proved 
myself a thousand percent. I’m not 
ashamed to say it, I’ll stare at a high score 
for 10 minutes and think, ‘No one will 
ever beat me.’ ” 

Krogman is keen to come out of the week- 
end a winner. “I’ve been pushing buttons 
and moving joysticks for 19 years,” he says. 
“I don’t want to look back and go, ‘Yeah, 
I’m okay.’ After all the time and money I’ve 
put into it, I’d better be the best.” 

Time, though, might just turn out to be 
the video virtuoso’s greatest enemy. Krog- 
man, like most of the other Funspot contes- 
tants, fails to live up to his teenage brilliance. 
“I’m a bit disgusted with myself,” says Mark 
Longridge. “I’m not as sharp as I used to be. 
I’m slower. I’m finding it hard to get the 
scores I used to, and that’s frustrating.” 

Billy Mitchell doesn’t buy this at all. “Past 
my prime? Not at all. It’s like being a boxer: 
you're not as sharp, but you’re a lot wiser.” 

As the weekend draws to a close, howev- 
er, only two records have been set: Rick 
Fothergill’s 3,333,270 on Pac Man and 
Bob Mruzak’s 2,599,701 on Star Wars. At 
nine o’clock on Sunday evening — Moth- 
er’s Day — Billy Mitchell is still sitting at 
the Pac Man console, still reaching for the 
perfect score, still not quite making it. The 
tournament has officially been over, for 
three hours. As I walk out of the arcade, | 
try to get his attention. 

“Bye, Billy,” I say. He doesn’t turn 
around.

With a shelf of novels and a sheaf of short stories, WARD JUST 
has chronicled the nation’s ruling class, his cutting precision 
leavened by caustic sensitivity. His latest book, A Dangerous Friend, 
is set in Vietnam, 1965. Interview by PETER KADZIS

ACTS CAN BE deceiving. The 

sum of Ward Just’s parts don’t 

quite add up the way one might 

expect. Newspaperman. War cor- 

respondent. Writer of short sto- 
ries, then novels. The years in Paris. The 
continued ability to appreciate a good drink. 
The politically challenging taste for tobacco. 
It all seems too Hemingwayesque. 

But as sure as Just admires Hemingway’s 
prose, there is no bluster about the man. He 
is, to use a word he applies to others, a 
“gent.” When he was severely wounded in 
Vietnam while on patrol with the 101st Air- 
borne — taking more than 30 pieces of 
shrapnel from a grenade — he declined to be 
evacuated until the dozens of enlisted men 
wounded in the action were airlifted out. An 
act of courage, without doubt. But I wonder 
if it might not have been something simpler, 
more elegant: an exhibition, perhaps, of good 
manners. 

Manners, in the literary sense, are impor- 
tant to Just. Writers such as Hemingway, 
O’Hara, Faulkner, and Fitzgerald are influ- 
ences and inspirations, but from the start his 
work had more than touch of a sense and 
sensibility that might have been admired by 
Henry James and Edith Wharton. Critics and 
admirers are fond of pointing this out. And 
while I don’t disagree, I’m not sure that 
they’re precisely on the mark. From the first 
time I read him — in the Atlantic, when it 
was edited by Robert Manning — I sensed a 
special sensibility, low-key but unique. The 
story was called “The Congressman Who 
Loved Flaubert.” I wondered if it would live 
up to the promise of its title. It did. It was, I’d 
say looking over my shoulder, Justian. 

Now, two years after Echo House (a Na- 
tional Book Award finalist), comes his 12th 
novel, A Dangerous Friend. It is set in a time 
when America thought it could win what was 
to escalate into the war in Vietnam. 

His hero, Sydney Parade, like a character 
out of Conrad, is an anti-hero, destined to 
fall from a grace he seeks but can never really 
achieve — through the sham policies that, in 
the muscular jargon of the day, were called 
“nation-building.” 

For half his life now, Ward Just has quietly 
plumbed the psyche of a largely Washington- 
centric world, at home and abroad. He spoke 
about his life and his art from his house on 
Martha’s Vineyard. 


Q: What's your routine? How do you 
write? 

A: I rarely manage to get into my office 
before 10, and I play a couple games of soli- 
taire until I can get my head together. And 
then I’ll work until lunch and Ill break. My 
wife and I always have lunch together; I 
break for about an hour, read the newspaper. 
Go back, and by the stroke of six o’clock I 
am up from my typewriter. I just never work 
after six. I used to, I used to work well into 
the night, but I’ve become a little bit more 
disciplined. I like to think of it as disciplined, 


anyway. 


Q: Not too long ago, in a review of former 
New York Times editor Max Frankel’s mem- 
oirs, you wrote, “Experienced newspaper re- 
porters are .. . surrounded by a bodyguard.of 
ironies. The reporter is always on the borders 
of someone else’s country, his papers never 
quite in order. However much he knows, he 
can never know enough. The dispatch written 
with utter confidence turns out to be incom-

plete or wrong-headed. The dispatch written 
on instinct alone turns out to be God’s truth.” 
This struck me as suggestive. Does it shed any 
light on why you moved on from journalism to 
write fiction? 

A: I’m not so sure you should take those 
words so seriously. [Laughs] In another con- 
text, | would use those sentences to describe 
one of my fictional characters. It doesn’t ap- 
ply to me anymore. I’ve been absent from the 
btisiness for so long. And I think it’s more 
true about the newspaper business than jour- 
nalism in general. You know, that all hap- 
pened so long ago. I left the newspaper busi- 
ness in 1969. That’s 30 years. It’s hard for 
me to go back and reconstruct what all that 
was about. Like most things, it’s probably 
compounded of equal parts boredom, futility, 
and dissatisfaction. I only worked for the 
Washington Post for four years, for heaven’s 
sake. I was doing what I really didn’t want to 


be doing. This was a time when 90 percent of | 


newspapermen had novels in the desk draw- 
er. Now they have screenplays. 


Q: But most of those novels were never fin- 
ished, let alone published. Did you always 
have the desire to... 

A: Always. It’s always what I wanted to do. 
Journalism was a way station for me. I came 
from a newspaper family; my father and my 
grandfather were both newspaper publishers. 


Q: Of what papers? 

A: A small paper north of Chicago, based 
then and now in Waukegan, Illinois. It was 
called the Waukegan News-Sun. And so I 
grew up in that milieu. From about the age of 
10 I wanted to be a writer, and it was natural 
to begin that process in the newspaper busi- 
ness. Up until the age of about 30 I had a 
sense that I didn’t really know anything. True 
or not, that’s what I believed. I didn’t know 
enough to just sit down and write fiction. I 
don’t mean by that, knowing facts. Facts, Je-

sus, that’s the least 

of it — you can find 

facts out anywhere. 

But I hadn’t gotten 

the measure of peo- 

ple. I hadn’t seen 

what I conceived of 

as desperate situations. And that changed 
after I covered the war. 


Q: You mean Cyprus? 

A: It’s a forgotten war now, but it was in- 
teresting while it was going on in 1963 and 
1964. It wasn’t a full-blown, battalion-size 
war, but it was plenty vicious enough to the 
Greeks and the Turks who were on the is- 
land. I covered that for Newsweek and I be- 
gan to get a glimmer of what passion meant 
to people. And not just a kind of sexual pas- 
sion or excitement, but sort of a nationalistic, 
cultural fervor that I had certainly never seen 
before. I certainly didn’t see it growing up in 
Illinois. You’re always better at some things 
than others. And I found I was good at war 
correspondence. I was in the London bureau 
of Newsweek then, and when I got back to 
Washington I moved over to the Washington 
Post and very shortly thereafter began to 
think about Vietnam as a venue. The things 
that interested me were going on over there. 


Q: But those were hot years in 
Washington? 

A: I covered politics and I was okay at it. I 
wasn’t any great standout. | did all right. I 
have almost no investigative bones in my 
body. I mean, you can hand me 15 docu- 
ments that would lead to Watergate and I 
would never be able to get my way through 
them. But if it’s a situation where you just 
needed your eyes and your ears, I was not 
bad at that. 


Q: So it was a search for a heightened 


sense of reality that propelled you? 
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A: I was over in Vietnam for a year and a 
half and came back and thought then that 
maybe I had enough inside my head. I fig- 
ured I better start writing my novels. I was 
34 years old in 1969 and I was getting a little 
long in the tooth, and I knew that there was 
much to unlearn. 


Q: Before you talk about “unlearning,” can 
you explain what you had actually learned? 
A: A background in journalism serves you 
very well in terms of discipline. You don’t 
wait for muses, you don’t wait for the sun to 
shine. You just get up in the morning and do 
your gig. But you have to unlearn what to lis- 
ten for. You listen for one thing when you’re 
trying to write a newspaper story and make 
notes; you're listen- 
ing for quite anoth- 
er when you’re try- 
ing to...in 
essence, when 
you're trying to 
hear some music 
inside your own 
mind. Faulkner has 
a wonderful line 
somewhere that 
he’s worked all day 
long just putting 
one hack sentence 
in front of another; 
then all of a sudden 
he begins to hear 
what he calls his 
voices. And when 
the voices in his 
head begin to 
speak, that’s when 
the really first-rate 
material begins to 
emerge. It’s a theo- 
ry I kind of subscribe to. You sometimes just 
have to sit in front of a typewriter for hours 
and hours before something clicks into place, 
and then you find yourself writing real prose, 
as opposed to just placing one sentence after 
another. 


Q: I find that you work a discernible land- 
scape in a definable way. Not unlike John 
Cheever, who wrote about another corner of 
the world in another sort of way. His was a 
world of private conflict and tension infused 
with a gentle but palpable suburban surreal- 
ism. If there’s such a thing as Cheever coun- 
try, I think there’s such a thing as Ward Just’s 
terrain. By that I mean that there’s a certain 
uniformity of tone, a singularity of point of 
view, that distills like this: if something can go 
wrong, it will. If it does go wrong, it’s not 
tragedy, it’s almost fate. And that there’s a 
gulf between appearance and reality, and no 
matter how hard or sharp the surface of that 
reality may be, there’s a certain hollowness to 
the central experience. Now, am I just blowing 
smoke? 

A: No, not at all. I think you’ve got me. 
[Laughs] There’s always something around 
the corner that you don’t expect, and some- 
times when you put your head over your 
shoulder, it isn’t that somebody’s necessarily 
gaining, like Satchel Paige said. It’s that 
something unexpected is there, too. So one’s 
purchase on this life is often kind of slender, 
at best. And that’s often what happens to my 
people. My people often don’t wise up until 
it’s too late. I’m thinking of Jack Gance, at the 
very, very end of that book, when he’s giving 
this appalling civics lecture to these young- 





sters. Then he has this great realization. 
Washington, he says, it gives and it gives and 
it gives and it gives and it expects nothing in 
return except loyalty. Jesus, what a bleak way 
to look at your career. Yet that’s what he 
does. And just to turn the key in the lock a lit 
tle bit further: as United States senators go, 
Jack Gance isn’t a bad one. As a matter of 
fact, he’s probably a pretty good one. He just 
happens to have a couple of people who’ve 
got a noose around his throat. Most people 
do. 


Q: I know that you bridle at the suggestion 
of being a Washington novelist. Washington, 
or a connection to that world, may be a com- 
mon denominator, but it’s not always a defin- 
ing one in your books. Let me ask you a ques- 
tion with a historical perspective. Mark Twain 
and Henry Adams invented the Washington 
novel. And then years go by and no one writes 
about Washington. These were the years dur- 
ing which the old establishment's vision of the 
American empire was taking shape. In Eng- 
land, by contrast, there was a rich literary po- 
litical tradition. Disraeli. Trollope. And, more 
recently, C.P. Snow. 

A: That’s right. 


Q: And then all of a sudden, there are 
again signs of life. Alan Drury’s Advise and 
Consent, Gore Vidal’s Washington, D.C., 
William Brammer’s The Gay Place, which, 
while set in Austin, Texas, clearly derives its 
inspiration from the power of Lyndon John- 
son’s personality. And then there’s your work. 
What accounts for the gap? And then the re- 
bloom? | 

A: It’s really bewildering to me. The clos- | 
est I can come to it is that it’s well to remem- 
ber that Adams’s Democracy and Twain’s 
The Gilded Age are both satires. Frankly, 
people didn’t take Washington too seriously. 
Then came the 1930s, with the Depression 
and Roosevelt. Before FDR, Washington was 
just not perceived as a city that had a tremen- 
dous impact on most people’s lives. 


Q: There was no there, there. 

A: Exactly. And I think since the 1930s, 
Washington has taken on a certain resem- 
blance to Los Angeles, or Hollywood — the 
culture of politics so dominates the city, in 
exactly the same way as the entertainment in- 
dustry dominates Los Angeles. It is extremely 
difficult for an essentially realistic or natural- 
istic novelist such as myself, for example, to 
move into that society and to write a novel 
that will encourage people after five or six 
pages, or 10 or 20 pages, to simply forget 
what they read in the headlines that morning 
and accept your view of things. If you look at 
Hollywood novels, for example, you’ve got 
Nathanael West, Scott Fitzgerald’s unfin- 
ished novel, and one or two of Joan Didion’s 
books. And it about ends there. 

So Washington in its own way is just like 
Hollywood. . . . If the entertainment industry 
is the dominant industry in America, which in 
some ways I think it is, then Washington is 
obviously the dominant government. Particu- 
larly as the empire grew and grew and grew. 

I think for similar reasons, the very serious 
novelists among us — and I’m thinking, go 
all the way back to Melville or Henry James 
— they never went near this place. Henry 
James managed to produce one short story 
set in Washington, in which the narrator is a 
German. I mean, that’s what Henry James | 
thcught of things. . . . I took Washington as a | 
setting because it was one that I knew partic- 
ularly well. And this is strange because, 
frankly, I never really spent much time there. 
In the total of my life I think I’ve lived seven 
or eight years in Washington, which isn’t 
very long. But I was there in ’61 and ’62. | 
arrived a couple of months after Kennedy 
was inaugurated and then left to go overseas 
before the assassination. The period — the 
years 61 and ’62 were especially vivid. You 
had a sense, absolutely, of the curtain coming 
down on one kind of government, meaning 
Eisenhower; and the curtain being raised for | 
a whole new generation and another govern- 
ment, meaning Kennedy’s. It has often been 
said that one moved from the generals of the | 
Second World War to the lieutenants. I think | 
that’s pretty fair. 


Q: What do you think of Washington to- 
day? 

A: I don’t know it that well. It’s, as best as 
I can figure, a transient place. 





Q: I wonder if that has to do with society 
becoming less government-oriented and more

A: | think that that point is true. And I think 
the other thing that’s true is that the govern- 
ment is less dominated by people who are in- 
terested in government. That’s particularly 
true of this current crowd that’s in there. We 
have a government that’s dominated by poli- 
tics. Where everything is with an eye to the 
next election. Plainly, all politicians have got 
their eye on the next election; it’s what they 
have to do. But there is a kind of concentra- 
tion of force in that direction now that was not 
true some time back. Not true 25 or 30 years 
ago. It seems evident to me that Clinton and 
the people around Clinton, what they really 
love to do is campaign. And indeed, they’re 
very, very good at it. They’re less interested in 
government in the way, let’s say, that Lyndon 
Johnson was interested in government.

Q: Let’s go back to Vietnam and your 
new novel, A Dangerous Friend. /t’s full of 
foreboding. 

A: I set it in 1965, which obviously was 
very deliberately done, and | think it’s at the 
end of the first chapter that the nameless nar- 
rator says something like, Well, you know the 
end of this as well as I do and we can’t pre- 
tend not to know what happened later. 
Nonetheless, this isn’t later, this is now, and 
we must look at events as they were in 1965. 
Once you choose that, the tone of voice that 
you've got is dictated by the atmosphere of 
the year, if you see what I mean. Now I sup- 
pose that’s kind of laconic, but temperamen- 
tally, I think, | would be incapable of writing 
a book about that period in 1965 that was, 
say, filled with enthusiasm for the effort, as 
they liked to call it. Because, having set it up 
that way in the first chapter, I’m quite aware 
that the reader understands that no good is 
going to come out of all this. The reader 
knows perfectly well that at the end of this, 
everybody’s not going to walk happily off into 
the sunset. This is sort of obvious. Therefore, 
as you move forward with just the tone of 
voice of it, just the prose, it’s dictated in part 
by that knowledge. Am I being clear about 
this at all? And therefore, you end up with 
this rather — dry isn’t quite the word . . . 


Q: Astringent, perhaps? 
A: Yes. It’s an astringent story. Hopefully 
the reader will pick up the ironies. 


Q: Can you describe the germ of the idea 
for A Dangerous Friend? 

A: I can tell you exactly what it was. I had 
had it in mind, really for years, to write a 
novel with the civilians in Vietnam as the mi- 
lieu. | didn’t know exactly what it was, but 
once I got these civilians I didn’t know exact- 
ly what I was going to do with them. It was 
sitting in my mind for many years. Some 
summers ago I was sitting down on the 
beach, on the Vineyard, on one of those 
beaches where there’s a dock that goes out 
— a rather rickety dock that goes out into 
the sound. And I was just looking at this 
dock and all of a sudden I, in my mind’s eye, 
saw a guy at the end of the dock. And he’s 
got a sketchpad in his hand and a pencil. And 
he is sketching on the dock, looking back in 
toward the beach. This image formed in my 
mind. I said, hmmm, that’s what he’s doing 
every single afternoon. He’s sketching this 
dock and he’s sketching it from a slightly dif- 
ferent angle each time. And then it came to 
me that he was a guy who had been in Viet- 
nam, and something not good had happened 
to him while he was there. He’s now retired; 
he’d be somebody my age, roughly 63, 64, 
and this is how he’s spending his days, in a 
beach house in a place like Martha’s Vineyard. 
It didn’t matter where. Sketching this dock. 
And I can remember, the next day I sat down 
and wrote, really a chapter that was going to 
be the opening chapter. Then as I began to 
work on the book, that opening chapter be- 
came the last chapter.

Last House on the Left 


efore Scream, before Nightmare on Elm Street, before Friday the 13th, there was Wes 

Craven’s much-maligned directorial debut, Last House on the Left, which nonetheless 
achieved instant cult status upon its 1972 release. Controversial? More like incendiary. The 
New York Times called it “sickening tripe,” The Boston Herald-Traveler found it “loathsome” 
and “repulsive,” and the Boston Globe refused to review it at all. So volatile were the 
criticisms that the film has rarely been shown uncut; even the numerous versions available on 
video are heavily edited. 

The plot? Two teenage hippies; Phyllis and Mari, on their way to see a rock concert are 
kidnapped, then graphically tortured, raped, and murdered by two escaped convicts and their 
female accomplice — after which Mari’s parents exact revenge upon the killers. Along the 
way there’s disemboweling, a chainsaw decapitation, and a castration, among other atrocities. 
A schlock horror exploitation film or a misunderstood, groundbreaking cinematic tour de 
force? You decide. 

For help in making your decision, check out David Szulkin’s impressive user’s guide, Wes 
Craven’s Last House on the Left: The Making of a Cult Classic. Better yet, come hear Szulkin 
talk about his book when he introduces the film this Tuesday at the Harvard Film Archive. 
Szulkin, a Framingham native, was too young to see the film in the 1970s, but he became 
obsessed with it while studying at NYU. That’s where he met Roy Frumkes, filmmaker and 
publisher of the wonderful cinemag Films in Review, who in turn introduced him to Craven. 
Szulkin recalls, “I 
found the story behind 
it fascinating: how this 
low-budget, 
underground film has 
proved to be a historic 
event of its genre.” 

Frumkes saw Last 
House the week it 
opened with two film- 
industry friends, who 
walked out. He 
explains, “To me it we: 
far beyond ile sort of campy, unimaginative gore that had been seen before, like in Herschell 
Gordon Lewis’s Blood Feast. It was totally unsettling and affecting; that’s why my friends 
walked out.” Frumkes then wrote Craven to say how much he admired the film. He received a 
brief reply — “If you like it, you can have it!” — along with a box containing all of the outtakes. 
(Szulkin has generously agreed to allow the Harvard Film Archive to show his 16mm uncut 
print, which he purchased from Frumkes; the only other such print belongs to Craven.) 

Originally intended as a soft-core porn flick (the porn stars pulled out prior to shooting), 
Last House drew from Ingmar Bergman’s The Virgin Spring (on which Craven based his 
screenplay) as well as the collapse of the ’60s flower-power ideal and television coverage of 
Vietnam. The murky lighting and newsreel-style cinematography created a cinéma-vérité look 
— in fact, some of the film’s unreleased outtakes were later passed off as actual snuff-film 
footage. As Frumkes tells it: “Craven got spit on at screenings, threatened by people; he was 
mortified. But in retrospect, he feels that Last House’s raw power transcends any of the work 
he has done in Hollywood.” 

Szulkin once asked Craven about the film’s extraordinary violence against women — 
George Mansour, an independent film booker who sat in on some of the Craven-Frumkes 
editing sessions, still remembers an outtake in which a woman was sexually assaulted by a rat. 
Craven replied, “It’s not misogynistic; it’s misanthropic in every way. That’s the point.” 

Last House on the Left will screen at the Harvard Film Archive in the Carpenter Center, 24 
Quincy Street in Harvard Square, this Tuesday, May 25, at 8 p.m. to benefit the local cinezine

$22. Evocative Spanish décor in this 
crowded and loud tapas bar-cum-dining 
room. Tapas and a terrific list of Spanish 
wines and sherries are the key, although 
you shouldn't miss the zarzuela (seafood 
soup), or the orange-flavored flan. 


BEACON HILL 

ARTU, 89 Charles St., Boston, 227- 
9023. $5-$12. A stylish, low-key trattoria 
and roastery with two locations. The 
Charles Street storefront is the place if 
you're in the mood for a terrific lamb 
sandwich, or if one of the nightly specials 
looks good. The original North End 
branch is a better spot for a full Italian 
dinner (longer menu; prices a dollar 
lower). At both, the food is affordable and 
consistently flavorful. 

FIGS, 42 Charles St., Boston, 742-3447. 
$10-$18 From the people who brought 
you Olives, an extraordinary pizza parlor. 
Outstanding thin-crust pizzas lavishly 
topped with fresh ingredients. Try the 
bianco (topped with fresh arugula and 
tomatoes). The tiramisu may be the best 
in town. 

ISTANBUL CAFE, 37 Bowdoin St., 
Boston, 227-3434. $4-$10. Tip-top 
Turkish food in a pleasantly Bohemian 
semi-basement on the back side of 
Beacon Hill. Fine appetizers like the fried 
Sigara boreks, a really tasty vegetarian 
stuffed eggplant, terrific lamb kebab, and 
better, spicier adana kebab, swell 
Turkish coffee. 

LALA ROKH, 97 Mount Vernon St., 
Boston, 720-5511. $13-$17. Exotic, 
authentic, romantic, and beautiful, Lala 
Rokh fufills, surpasses, and deconstructs 
our fantasies of ancient Persia ail at 
once. Absolutely don't miss the eggplant 
appetizer and pilaf entrées. Many unique 
garnishes and subtle flavors do justice to 
a fare and classic cuisine. 

NO. 9 PARK, 9 Park Street, Boston, 
(617) 742-9991. $21-$31. Chef Barbara 
Lynch grew up in Southie but cooks like 
a European, or at least a New Yorker. 
This spare, stylish bistro on the Common 
showcases her effusive approach to 
foresty Continental ingredients like chest- 
nuts, fresh pasta, and foie gras. Pricey, 
but you can sit at the bar and order 
Belgian beer and a memorable mush- 
room flatbread pizza. 

SIAM CAFE, 197 Cambridge St. 
(Charles River Plaza), Boston, 227-1431. 
$8-$12. At last, a Thai restaurant for the 
area of Mass General Hospital and the 
backside of Beacon Hill. Particularly

ents. fry the bianco (topped with fresh 
arugula and tomatoes). The tiramisu may 
be the best in town. BR 

OLIVES, 10 City Square, Boston, 242- 
1999. $15-$29. Fairly expensive, and 
expect a long wait unless you're a 
celebrity. But worth every cent and 
minute. The pan-Mediterranean cuisine 
here is served with a shot of pure genius, 





making it one of Boston’s best (and most 
sophisticated) eateries. The dishes — 
from the classic Olives tart to the “falling 
chocolate cake” — are so inspired it’s 
hard to believe they're not classics. 


CHINATOWN 

BA DAT RESTAURANT, 28 Harrison 
Ave., Boston, 426-8838. $4-$7. Very nice 
pho in numerous variations in a quiet 
storefront. 

BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland St. (South 
Station), 695-0087. $4-$13. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the 
best place to go for a serious meal at 3 a.m. 
The all-night hours, the barbecue menu, 
and the cool bar in back called the Art Zone 
draw everyone from cops to clubbers. 
BUDDHA’S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
Strictly vegan (except for condensed milk 
in some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn’t taste as good as the best here: 
Spring rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noo- 
die soup, hot-and-sour soup, moo shi, 
Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything 
spicy or with lemongrass. Good coffee. 
Weird desserts 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, 
with good versions of every imaginable 
Chinese dish, but concentrating on 
Cantonese-style seafood and specialties 
of the Chau Chow people from Swatow 
and Southeast Asia. Notice the 
Swatowese dumpling soup, vinegar dips, 
grey sole with fried fins and bones, 
sautéed pea tendrils, and a surprising 
General Gau’s chicken. 

LE! JING, 20 Hudson St., Boston, 292- 
6238. $8-$35. Everything from won ton 
soup to a three-course Peking duck, but 
the emphasis is on South Chinese ban- 
quet dishes in a more formal and expen- 
sive dining room. Recommended: the 
beef teriyaki, steamed minced shrimp 
balls, clams with black bean sauce, and 
taking a chance on dessert. BR Dim sum 
daily, 11 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown’s venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai 
cold appetizers and soy-based stews. 
Five-spice beef and duck, crispy ee! (out- 
Standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns 
with garlic, whole fish with braised bean 
curd — a consistently fine meal hand- 
somely served. You could dress up for 
this. BR Dim sum on Sat. and Sun., 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as 
China Grove, this family-style restaurant 
continues in the Mandarin and Szechuan 
tradition of its predecessor. Serves both 
Standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. BR Dim sum on Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the 
old Trader Vic's, and has much more 
interesting food. The sharpest flavors are 
in the roti canai appetizer, as well as 
familiar morsels like the Penang popia 
and chicken satay. Lively entrées are the 
yam pots (featuring delicious mashed 
taro root), the “house special” squid or 
lobster or crabs with a complex sauce, 
and the fragrant beef rendang. 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good 
atternpt to market Vietnamese soup with 
a user-friendly menu describing the usual 
18 variations of pho with encouraging 
English prose. The soup is very close to 

















what you can get with a little more 
courage elsewhere, once you've had a 
few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries 
less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland Si., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in 
noodle soups, beef or chicken based, 
with a variety of mix-ins. Also a line of 
drinks and desserts, and some, like “avo- 
cado juice” (actually a luscious milk- 
shake), that are both. Small, homey, 
clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. 
$3-$6. In the funky little 1920s diner 
building at the corner of South and 
Kneeland Streets, this all-hours diner 
serves solid, handmade versions of what 
you'd expect: burgers, fries, cheese 
omelets, and plenty of coffee. No beer or 
wine. BR All day Sat. and Sun. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $16- 
$29 In a dramatic and sophisticated set- 
ting, dishes strongly influenced by 
provincial French cuisine are sparked 
into the sublime by Asian seasonings. An 
emphasis on native New England game 
and seafood, as well as wonderfully 
imaginative desserts. Lively bar scene as 
the evening progresses. 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington 
Avenue (Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425- 
3240. $9-$20. Traditional Parisian bistro 
flavors with some hearty Alsatian dishes. 
A clone of a second restaurant by 
Chicago's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, this 
is a remarkably useful restaurant for the 
Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony- 
Prudential area, and anyone who hap- 
pens by for breakfast lunch, dinner, 
drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for the 
‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute garni, coq au vin, 
and duckling a l'orange, with important 
cabbage and potato statements on the 
side. BR Sat. and Sun., noon to 4 p.m. 
KAYA KOREAN-JAPANESE 
RESTAURANT, 581 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-5858, 437-1882. $9-$20 
(lunch, $5-$10). Hearty Korean dishes 
with a Japanese sense of variety and 
refinement; Japanese food almost as 
good. A respite from nearby Copley 
Place. Don't miss the popular tempura 
udon at lunch, superb galbi (marinated 
short ribs), or the fiery stir-fried squid. 
Second location at 1924 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge (Porter Sq.), 497-5656. BR 
11:30-300 

MARCHE MOVENPICK, 800 Boylston 
Street (Pru Mall), Boston, (617) 578- 
9700. $5-$18. Yikes! If Epcot Center 
were reincarnated as a restaurant, it 
might resemble this giant outpost of 
Swiss megachain Movenpick. Certainly, 
we're not looking at a normal dinner out; 
you move among themed food stations 
with a cafeteria tray, then pick a themed 
room to eat in. This is more about enter- 
tainment (and waiting) than great cook- 
ing, SO go for the simple things — fresh 
oysters, fruit smoothies — and the fun, 
hard-to-find dishes like Swiss sausage 
and résti potatoes. 

TURNER FISHERIES, 10 Huntington 
Ave., Boston, 424-7425. $17-$25. 
Traditional seafood favorites, as well as 
more exotic offerings. Fresh fish pre- 
pared to order; also a raw bar. BR Sun., 
10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 


DOWNTOWN/ 
WATERFRONT 

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport 
Hotel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 385- 
4300. $19-$32. Chef Ed Doyle's food can 
be handsome — check out the roasted 
bass on a cedar plank — but at these 
prices, you have a right to expect a per- 
fection that the flavors don’t always deliv- 
er. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clearly 
more oriented toward conventioneers than 
natives. Esquire’s reviewer named Aura 
one of the country’s top new restaurants 
of 1998. Maybe he was impressed by the 
desserts, which are gorgeous. Maybe he 
just doesn’t get to Boston much. 

THE BARKING CRAB, 88 Sleeper St 
(Northern Ave. Bridge), Boston, 426- 
CRAB. $7-$15. A hearty clam shack — 
actually a lobster tent gone year-round 
with a crab name. Warm informality 
blends simple seafood entrées and the 
odd yuppie treat into things like the “crab 
burger.” The fun is eating like this with a 
full view of the downtown skyscrapers. 
Hearty desserts and local microbrews as 
well. Familiar, yet new. 

FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 25 West St., Boston, 
426-1222. $5-$11. Lively, casual Tex- 
Mex restaurant and margarita bar. Décor 
is provided mostly by the customers, who 
cover the walls with crayon graffiti. 
GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $20-$30. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming 
informal style. Menu changes daily. 
Foodie tip: check out the inexpensive 
cafeteria-style lunch. 

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood feel with downtown 
flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buf- 
falo wings, steak — and the bar harks 
back to a day when men were men and 









martinis were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston (617) 292- 
2333. $17-$28. The Irish theme is so 
subtle you could miss it at this hip, nar- 
row nightclub/restaurant next to the ven- 
erable J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when 
we visited, had a split personality: the 
attempts at fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., 
“lobster potstickers” overwhelmed by 
ginger and soy), but modified classics 
were graceful and tasty: beautiful purple- 
potato salad with smoked-trout pate, 
sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a tow- 
ering “berry surprise” for dessert. Music 
and dancing starts at 10 p.m. nightly 
MAISON ROBERT, 45 School St., 
Boston, 227-3370. $17-$32. Traditional 
French cuisine with a few contemporary 
touches. Large portions. This is actually 
two restaurants in one — a formal dining 
room upstairs (jacket and tie required) 
with entrées starting at $17, and a more 
relaxed and romantic café downstairs 
MAX’S DEL! CAFE, 151 Milk St., 
Boston, 330-9790. $5-$8. A trendy, 
downtown café with a New York deli 
struggling to get out. Kenya AA coffee 
with surprisingly good chicken soup and 
decent pastrami sandwiches, once you 
turn down the focaccia, Swiss-cheese, 
and Dijon-mustard options. BR Serves 
breakfast. 

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather 
District), Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26 
Hovering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar’'s epitomizes the new wave 
of downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars 
are abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, 
dinner, cocktails, and late supper 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on 
superflavortul ingredients. Don't miss 
anything with arugula, fresh basil, or the 
other great Italian flavorings 
SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St., Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek 
underground bar on funky old Bromfield 
Street gets kinda packed after work, but 
the menu is worth a look if you can score 
a table: cheap, good, no-nonsense takes 
on homestyle food like meatloaf and 
steak tips. Also a nice stop for lunch. The 
wine list is short and gratifyingly un- 
inflated 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $20-$32. With its 
linen tablecloths, high ceilings, and 
grand bar, this wedge-shaped room has 
all the markings of a classic downtown 
restaurant. But the cooking hums with an 
adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8- 
$9). Known primarily for its bar scene, 
this is a credible restaurant as well. The 
cooking is roughly New American; the 
building is tall, narrow, and multistoried; 
and the dining room, upstairs from the 
after-work bustle, is surprisingly calm. 
LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (gal- 
leries across the street), and a shame- 
lessly Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au- 
vent, venison in wine reduction sauce). 
The menu favors purism over culinary 
excitement, but the place has a buzz 
about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his life 
as a fisherman, and his love of the catch 
shines through everywhere. Order the 
mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's called 
“seafood aioli”), and whatever's on the 
specials board. 

SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., 
Boston, 567-9871. $3-$11. One of the 
classic Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted 
to a marvelous crisp. And a font of wood- 
fired, East Boston “barbecue” items — 
skewers of lamb or sausage served sim- 
ply with peasant bread and a hot cherry 
tomato. And that’s all there is in a neigh- 
borhood bar with a core of boxing fans. 
Don't knock Boom-Boom Mancini or 
Vinnie Paz’ in here. 


THE FENWAY 

CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because 
the menu concentrates on vegetables 
with a little seafood and chicken — no 
ted meat and little cheese — and 
because so many of the world-beat fla- 
vors work. Call it health gourmet, or call 
it the future, but call it “Kay-nah” as in the 
Latin, because the fun decor is faux 
ancient Rome. 

SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room 
with drinks and entertainment (this used 
to be the nightclub Quest) serving 
Spanish-style tapas from early evening. 
Since no one in urban Spain dines until 
almost midnight, we aren't too surprised 
that the place is pretty empty until about 
nine, and we aren't too proud to sneak in 
for Manchego flan, roasted stuffed pep- 
pers, baked avocado and shrimp in gar- 
lic sauce. You could be pretty happy with 
a full diner of Chilean sea bass or veal 
Cutlets, too.

P.F. Changs 


BY ROBERT NADEAU There is something fishy about a chain of 26 


Chinese restaurants that started in Arizona — you can probably guess that the 


guy who owns it isn’t really named P.F. Chang. 


traded company, listed on 

NASDAQ, that was founded by 

Peter Fleming (note those initials) 

with consulting chef Philip Chiang 

(note that spelling), who was born 

in Shanghai but is only on retainer 
or something — at PFC’s. 

Some of the P.F. Chang restau- 
rants are in Arizona and Florida, 
but others are in California and 
New York. And say what you will 
about California and New York, 
these are states where customers 
know their Chinese food. So P.F. 
Chang’s must have something to it, 
no? 

Yes. What it has is the answer to 
the age-old question “When is 
somebody going to open a Chinese 
restaurant with chocolate for 
dessert?” So even though its choco- 
late torte merits only an A-, it still 
makes the honor roll. 

But to get the cake, you first have 
to find the place, which is in the 
corner of the Transportation 
Building 
where Rocco's and the Noodle Bar 
went bust. Could something be 
wrong with the feng shui? 

Not our department. This column 
does food, and we start with the 
appetizers. The salt-and-pepper 
calamari ($6.95) is good, with the

squid somehow cut into sticks 
rather than the obvious rings and 
tentacles. And the two dips that 
come with it are even better: one is 
a real Thai or Malaysian peanut 
sauce, and the other is an authentic 
Hong Kong mix of salt and black 
pepper. Red-sauced wontons 
($5.75) are the kind of Shanghai 
street food formerly restricted to the 
Chinese restaurants around Central 
Square. These meaty dumplings 
come in a sauce of soy and chili 
peppers that hits the spot just about 
right. (If it didn’t, though, you 
could doctor it up with a full arse- 
nal of table condiments: red-pepper 
paste, vinegar, soy sauce, and red- 
pepper oil.) 

The ribs ($5.95) are commend- 
ably not dyed red. I’m uncertain 
whether we had the “traditional 
spare ribs” or the “Northern-style 
short ribs” that I actually ordered. 
The reason I’m not sure is that the 
former are supposed to be 
“BBQed” and the latter “lightly 
fried.” The ribs we ate tasted nei- 
ther marinated nor fried, but 
baked, and had the fat-free flavor 
and texture of having been 
poached beforehand. Pleasantly 
flavored with anise or five-spice 
powder and stacked up by twos 
like campfire logs, they nonethe- 
less rate only a B+ for a lack of 
juice. 

“Chang's vegetables in soothing 
lettuce wraps” ($5.95) puts a spin 
on minced chicken with lettuce 
leaves, also offered here. The, tiny

Is this a 
ploy to sell drinks? 

I raise this question because of a 
salt problem we noted on three 
main dishes. Chicken with black- 
bean sauce ($10.50) was almost all 
chicken, but in very large chunks, 
and tasted more like turkey gravy 
at a diner than like anything 
Chinese. Cantonese chow fun 
($9.95) had the real soft noodles,

.and fresh orange peels are used. 
The flavors are there, but muddier. 

My favorite main dish at P.F. 
Chang’s was a special: lemon scal- 
lops ($11.95). This is another con- 
cept with Shanghai roots, although 
it’s usually chicken that appears in 
this sweetened sauce. It’s quite 
good with scallops, even commer- 
cial bay scallops like these, and no 
one was complaining about a lack 
of vegetables. Here, there were 
plenty. 

P.F. Chang’s touts its wine list, 
and there are a lot of selections that 
match up with Chinese food, in a 
California kind of way. (I still rec- 
ommend beer.) I tried a glass of 
Chateau Ste. Michelle riesling 
($4.50), which is very slightly sweet 
and not all that aromatic. In that 
respect, it’s more like a California 
riesling than most Pacific Northwest

had leaden crusts, and the pears in 
the pear torte had no flavor. It 
should never have left the kitchen. 
The macadamia torte resembles 
pecan pie, but leaves you feeling 
that you've just eaten plain nuts. 
The cheesecake ($4.50) is good, 
and is further perked up by its 
roasted nut crust, but it’s too heavy 
after Chinese food. 

P.F. Chang’s prices are carefully 
placed below those of most urban 
bistros and linen-tablecloth Chinese 
restaurants (of which Boston has 
never had many). Its redecoration 
of the ex—Noodle Bar’s tricky, nar- 
row duplex space is well done, with 
a mural and an ornamental screen 
adorning the walls, and a ceiling 
that is broken up by large, illumi- 
nated circles. But the place is still 
too loud, and the rock soundtrack 
seems out of context. (I’ve been to 
P.F. Chang’s in Las Vegas, where, 
in a rounder space, these elements 
make for a fun bar environment.) 

Its slogan, “Chinese cuisine and 
American hospitality,” implies that 
P.F. Chang’s has somehow 
improved on Chinese hospitality. If

but not many of them, and the 
noodles lacked the distinctive wok 
burn you notice in Chinatown. But 
it included a decent assortment of 
vegetables (something that was 
entirely missing from many of the 
meat dishes) and a choice of chick- 
en or beef. The gravy flavor was 
less evident, but still present, in the 
orange-peel chicken ($9.95). P.F. 
Chang’s version of this dish is a far 
cry from the original version we 
used to get at Joyce Chen’s and so 
many other Szechuan restaurants. 
Where the dish we like is a quick 
stir-fry with dried chili peppers and 
dried tangerine peel, here the 
chicken chunks are breaded, the 
whole chili pods are gone (avoids 
‘accidental ingestion; I suppose), 








wines, and probably better with 
Chinese food as a result. 

But the big innovation is still 
dessert, or really that one dessert: 
the chocolate torte ($4.50). It is 
served with full decorative treat- 
ment: a pie-shaped wedge of near- 
flourless chocolate on contrasting 
sauces (red raspberry and golden 
créme anglaise), with decorative 
hearts squiggled on the pools of 
sauce. The sauces, it turns out, 
make the cake. It isn’t super-power- 
ful chocolate, but it is a convincing 
finale to any meal, even a Chinese 
banquet. 

I also liked the homemade mango 
sorbet ($3.50). I can’t say the same 
of the pear torte ($4.50). or the 
macadamia-nut torte’($4.95):’ both 





so, the improvements seem mostly 
to be that the room is fancier and 
that the young staff manages to 
integrate a degree of European table 
service. Plates are cleared more 
quickly than they are at many 
Chinese restaurants, but almost all 
Chinese restaurants get food on the 
table hotter than this, and probably 
faster. 

By the 26th restaurant, a chain is 
unlikely to respond to local criti- 
cism, so my advice is to take P.F. 
Chang’s for what it is: a place in 
the Theater District that doesn’t 
take reservations, but that does 
have chocolate torte. af

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Syrah, sirrah? 


Untangling a great grape 


| BY DAVID MARGLIN In January, I predicted this would be the year that 
| syrah takes its place as one of America’s prominent red wines, alongside 
cabernet sauvignon, pinot noir, and merlot. Almost halfway through the year, that 


shows every sign of coming true — stores are carrying, 
and selling, more syrahs. 

After years of second-class status, why is syrah finally 
getting its due? First, it has everything to do with current 
“American” tastes — in these times of plenty, everyone 
seems to be enjoying abundantly flavorful wines. Second, 
a lot of winemakers are now trying their hand at syrah, 
and doing a bang-up job with it. There are so many good 
syrahs available these days that it’s hard to go really 


wrong. 
It’s not hard, however, to become confused about 
syrah, shiraz, and petite sirah — to say nothing of the 


French regions where syrah has traditionally been grown. 
So in the interest of keeping a great grape straight, here’s 
the story: 

The quintessential syrah wines hail from France’s 
Rhone Valley. They aren’t called “syrah” at all, but are 
labeled by appellation: Hermitage, Crozes- Hermitage, 
and Céte-Rétie. When Robert Parker rediscovered these 
bad boys in the mid 1980s, a lot of wine connoisseurs 
began gobbling them up, driving up the prices. 

About that time, in California’s southern wine regions, 
a group of winemakers began to focus on Rh6éne grapes, 
including syrah. These winemakers dubbed themselves 
the “Rhone Rangers,” and thanks to them, a revolution is 
now fully underway. These days it seems everyone wants 
to make Rh6ne-style wines, especially syrah. 

At their best, syrahs are as majestic and elegant as Ali 
in his prime. Much American syrah, like Australian shiraz 
(see box below), tends to be more bruising and straight- 
forward — vintage Foreman. In California, awesome 
syrahs with a Rhéne-like balance of fruit and elegance 
are now being made in Santa Barbara (by Qupé and 
Jaffurs), along the central coast (by Albans, Andrew 
Murray, and Bonny Doon), and in Napa by Truchard 
(**«* 1996 Carneros — a round, slightly sweet wine 
with elegant plum and hints of chocolate pudding), 
Neyers (whose *** 1996 is a monster, oozing warm 
berry fruit like a shortcake), and Joseph Phelps, whose 
Mistal is one of the industry’s pacesetters. 

Many smaller wineries are also concentrating on syrah, 
including Paloma Vineyards on Spring Mountain (known 
for exquisite merlot) and Sean Thackrey, whose Orion 
1996 Syrah from Old Vines gets kx **'2 for being one 
of the best syrahs around. 

Beyond California, amazing syrahs are now being pro- 
duced in Washington and Oregon. Washington’s leaders 
are Glen Fiona, which makes a Bacchus Vineyard (kx * 
1997) that is going to be one of this country’s best; and 
Chateau Ste. Michelle (the Reserve 1995 is **x). In 
Oregon, Seven Hills Winery, which is technically part of 
the predominantly Washington outfit called Walla Walla 
Valley, makes a smooth, elegant syrah. It’s hard to 
believe that the 1997 is so young and yet so refined. In 
Oregon’s southernmost region, the Rogue Valley, an up- 
and-coming winery called Valley View Vineyards is mak- 
ing a scrumptious syrah, which — though not available 
yet — will be supposedly be here soon. (The 1996 was 
*&*'2, and the 1997 merits a cool *** — not bad for a 
wine that retails at $16 a bottle.) 

Finally, how does petite sirah (or “petite syrah,” as it is 
sometimes spelled) fit into the picture? First off, the 
name is a misnomer — there’s nothing petite about these 
flavorful wines, which tend to be huge and unsubtle. 
Petite sirah is now believed to be a strain of the French 
dourif (or durif), which has historically been viewed as a 
rather ordinary table-wine grape. In California, however, 
wineries such as Turley, Stags’ Leap, and Ridge have 
been making blockbuster petite sirahs for many years. I 
recently tried the Turley Hayne Vineyard 1995, made by 
the famous winemaker Helen Turley for her brother 
Larry’s winery, and it was a knockout. Like many petite 
sirahs, it may mellow in about 50 years, but right now 
you have to fasten your belts — it’s one hell of a ride. 

Despite its humble origins, current research suggests 
that petite sirah has been genetically influenced by syrah, 
making it a bit of a hybrid — indeed, in many ways, it

reminds me of a cross between zinfandel and syrah. 
Stags’ Leap (not to be confused with Stag’s Leap, the 
killer cabernet winery) has been churning out an opulent 
petite sirah for more than a decade; all its recent vintages 
have been good, but the 1994 is especially good now. 
When might you want to uncork a petite sirah? With bar- 
becue, with pungent meat and game, with mighty stinky 
cheeses, or with big hunks of shish kebab. 

Syrah itself, having more elegance, can go equally well 
with game or any red meat except perhaps a delicate 
preparation of lamb. Both of these wines reward big 
gulps over small sips. So hoist your glass, drink up, and 
let whatever will be, be. And if you’re looking for a 
cheap syrah, try the $11 *** J. Lohr South Ridge 
1997 grown in Paso Robles. This is an Old World-style 
wine, unexpectedly elegant, with a core of dark fruit and 
blueberries. So good that if you tried it blind, you might 
mistake it for a Rhéne wine. a

The Bell Atlantic Jazz Festival 


The Bell Atlantic Jazz Festival, which hits town 
next weekend, has just about everything, from 
the avant-garde to . . . well, Dave Brubeck. The 
festival is the brainchild of Knit Media, which is 
headquartered at downtown New York’s new 
music central, the Knitting Factory. The Knit’s 
Michael Dorf developed his “What Is Jazz?” 
several years ago as an anti-JVC New York 
Jazz Festival. That led to other Knit-produced 
festivals with corporate sponsors, among them 
Intel and Apple Computer. Besides Boston (this 
is its first visit here) and New York, Bell Atlantic is 
going to be hitting Philadelphia and DC. 

The big headlining events in Boston — Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday — say it all. Medeski 
Martin & Wood (Friday at 8 p.m. at the Orpheum 
Theatre) are pretty much the progressive jazz 
funk band. Keyboardist John Medeski had a 
reputation for years in Boston (before convening 
MM&W) as a keyboard terror — someone who 
could drive a band with Hammond B-3 funk or 
tear into an arrangement by, say, the 
Either/Orchestra (with whom he often 
performed) with a virtuoso vocabulary that mixed 
bebop and hammered Cecil Taylor clusters. 





Medeski Martin & Wood have a bit of old-school 
organ trio in their blood — but their all-around 
adventurousness recalls prime-era jazz-rock 
fusion (Weather Report and Miles Davis at their 
best) as well as the extravagant dissonant 
explosions of Sun Ra. A few years ago, the jazz- 























loving Phish invited MM&W along for some gigs, 


and there’s been no tuming back. A whole new 
audience was discovering jazz without knowing 
that’s what it was. At the Orpheum Friday night, 
MM&W will be joined by their latest on-album 
collaborator, DJ Logic, as well as opener Leon 
Parker, the most exciting percussionist in jazz. 
The John Zorn/Don Byron double bill 
(Saturday at 8 p.m. at the Somerville Theatre) is 
perhaps the highlight of the week, a double 
threat of evil jazz science. Over the years, 
altoist/composer Zorn’s covered everything — 
free collective improvisation, mix-and-match 
collage orchestral compositions, Cagean 
gamesmanship, hardcore, soundtrack music 
with a film noir edge, and jazz. For the Bell 
Atlantic Fest, he’s bringing along Masada, 
probably his most accessible ensemble, a piano- 
less jazz band who play Ornette Coleman-style 
early-quartet jazz with a klezmer accent. 

Don Byron is the unclassifiable “anti-Wynton” 
of the jazz scene — a New England 
Conservatory-educated clarinettist/composer 
who plays klezmer, free jazz, Latin jazz, and 
early Ellington with equal authority. His latest

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Middling Menace 


Assessing the Empire’s new clothes 


BY PETER KEOUGH Darth Vader conceived via virgin birth? The 
Force passed on by infectious organisms that are like a Neo-platonic 
AIDS virus? These and an underdeveloped C-3PO (Anthony Daniels), 
a racist amalgam named Jar Jar (Ahmed Best) who’s part Disney’s 


Goofy and part Stepin Fetchit with 
a Rasta lilt, and the most expensive 
flatulence joke in the history of cin- 
ema (may the farts be with you?) 
are some of the more intriguing ele- 
ments in a film that is largely irrele- 
vant after the marketing campaign 
that preceded it 

That hype now makes it hard to 
recall the original innocence and 
exuberance of the Star Wars phe- 
nomenon. Not only did the first tril- 
ogy offer the escapism of “a galaxy 
far, far away,” but the bland Joseph 





Campbell soup of its pop psycholo- 
gy notwithstanding, the Force had 
the pull of the Dark Side — the 
enigmatic charisma of Vader, the 
Oedipal ambiguity of Luke’s lin- 
eage. Here, though, at the story’s 
supposed origins, the dark side is 
the down side. The movie has no 
heart, dark or otherwise, only state- 
of-the-art accouterments. 

As for the story, the prospects 


| 





dim with the unscrolling of the tor- 
turously written introduction — 
trade routes? tax disputes? bicker- 
ing congress? It’s like recent head- 
lines without the sex scandals. The 
planet of Naboo on the galaxy’s 
fringes is at the focus of a nebulous 
conflict between the blundering 
Republic and the Federation, the 
corporate precursor of the evil 
empire to come. Sent to negotiate 
the dispute are the Jedi knight Qui- 
Gon Jinn (Liam Neeson, more 
dispirited than detached) and his 


apprentice Obi-Wan Kenobi (Ewan 
McGregor as the younger Alec 
Guinness seems more sour than 
tart). But the noseless, mandarin- 


like Federation representatives 
(shades of the green menace) have 
a covert invasion and more in mind, 
and the Jedis must flee with kabuki- 
coiffed Queen Amidala (Natalie 
Portman, lost in ornate costumes, 
hairstyles, and a pointless subplot

lifted from Kagemusha) to the 
familiar desert planet of Tatooine. 
How to combine an update of 
the Ben-Hur chariot race, a cameo 
from Jabba the Hutt, and the 
appearance of the future Darth 
Vader? Strapped for cash to repair 
their ship, the Jedis decide to bet 
that nine-year-old Anakin 
Skywalker (Jake Lloyd, more 
Dennis than menace) can win a 
“pod race” held by the obese, slug- 
like crimelord. Qui-Gon notes that 
the young slave boy has an over- 
dose of the Force and decides that 
he is “the Chosen One” who will 
restore balance to the universe, a 
conviction supported when 
Anakin’s mother (Pernilla August) 
shrugs her shoulders in answer to 
questions about the boy’s paternity. 

















When the skeptical Obi-Wan 
objects to his master’s affinity for 
the precocious stranger, Qui-Gon 
points out that there is no such 
thing as coincidence, at least not in 
a movie with such a contrived plot. 

Be that as it may, the resultant 
race is one of the film’s most 
thrilling sequences, and aside from 
the phallic and vaginal imagery 
(whether he knows it or not, Lucas 
rivals David Cronenberg in that 
regard) on of the most gratuitous. 
But it does gets Qui-Gon and 
company off the ground, and what 
follows is a multi-front engage- 
ment, related in laborious parallel 
editing backed by a portentous 
John Williams score (though his 
climactic Carl Orff-ish and 
Wagnerian strains are memo- 
rable), that’s a reconfiguration of 
Return of the Jedi. While friendly 
fighters attack a prototype of the 
Death Star, the Jedi and Queen 
Amidala sneak up on _ the 
Federation usurpers in the throne 
room, and Jar Jar and his Gungans 
— a Caribbean version of the 
pseudo-African Ewoks — wage 
primitive warfare (Lucas’s anti- 
technology message consists of 
delivering a neutron bomb with a 
catapult) against hordes of 
android warriors (like the skeleton 
army in Jason and the Argonauts, 
but less scary). 

One major development from 
the previous episodes is that, 
except for some mano a mano 
between the Jedi knights and bad 
guy Darth Maul (a charismatic 
Ray Park, whose red-and-black- 
patterned face and horns make 
him look like Satan or a cheap car- 
pet), no humans are injured in the 
course of this movie.

Matthew Diamond’s new documentary about the Paul Taylor 
Dance Company avoids the gush and the complacency of the 
rest of its species. This is neither a record of choreographed 
dances --- Taylor has made several good ones already, for 
PBS —- nor a flattering, pseudo-intimate peek inside the stu- 
dio that tries to make dancers seem like regular guys. 

The 90-minute film shows the world of a great choreogra- 
pher as a multi-layered, fragile but intense web of near-fanat- 
ical people. In rehearsals and choreographing sessions, busi- 
ness meetings, parties, and hotel rooms, they struggle with 
pain and anxiety. Will Paul choose them for his next dance? 
Could they somehow falter and jeopardize the company’s 
season or end their career? They hunch over cigarettes in 
hallways, talking about the glowing moments when they con- 
nect with Paul, their punishing regimen and their terror of a 
layoff, and their unappeased peed to dance. At the center is 
Taylor, a pixie, a demon, a recluse, a genius, an exhausted, 
over-60 father figure and employer who says he hates going 
to the studio every morning but can’t think what else he’d do. 

Diamond’s collage editing and agile camera give us a 
remarkably big picture of the “aylor company, which inad- 
vertently or maybe inevitably became a family over its 40-year 
history. Breathtaking archival sequences of early Taylor per- 
formanices and lost dances I still remember get spliced in, not 
just as scrapbook mementos but to illustrate an ongoing art- 
life. Former company members reminisce — but Taylor’s not 
in the room, 

The film begins in black and white at the first rehearsal of 
a new dance, Piazzolla Caldera, and ends with technicolor 
bows after the premiere By that time, we know how much 
those happy smiles have cost. 

The Taylor company returns to Boston next fall (October 
29 through 31) as part of the BankBoston Celebrity series.

Canadian filmmaker Nettie Wild wears her biases on her 
sleeve. Providing her own voiceover narration of her five- 
.onth expedition to the troubled southern Mexican state of 
Chiapas, she sometimes comes off as a First World romantic 
lutionary voyeur. “In Canada, we debated the North 
American Free Trade Agreement -—~- in Mexico they went to 
war over it.” And she jacks up the drama with a spooky, 
evocative soundtrack score and theatrical editing. Sometimes 
she seems gullible, sometimes merely unclear (the complicat- 
ed issues get a cursory explanation). But she’s brave and 
relentless, and revealing in spite of herself.

ghis docudrama directed 
by Britain’s Leslie 
Woodhead follows the rise 
of Ethiopian runner and 
Olympic champion Haile 
Gebrselassie. Bookended 
by the 1996 Atlanta 
Olympic Games, where 
Haile wins the gold medal 
for the men’s 10,000 
meters, the bulk of the film 
looks back to Haile’s ado- 
lescence in the Ethiopian 
countryside. Running 
through dry fields, six 
miles to school, spending 
another three hours a day 
fetching water, and wit- 
nessing his mother’s 
decline, Haile (who is 
played by the runner’s 
real-life nephew, Yonas 
Zergaw, until later scenes, 
where Haile plays himself) 
gets the ruler from his 
teacher for being late, a 
whack from his father for 
not focusing on farm 
work, and still he hangs on 
to his dreams of running 
with a humble tenacity. 
The imagery of the film 
is impressive, with the 
wide-open African countryside and the congested streets of 
Addis filling the screen. Haile runs (and I mean nuns) 
through these landscapes in his American-style running 
shorts, his breath reverberating in our ears. The film lags a bit 
in the second half, perhaps because we know where this run- 
ner is headed (even when he comes in 99th in his first 
marathon, even when his father tells him again and again that 
running is not a good idea) and we’d like him to hurry up 
and get there. An hour and a half with Endurance may make 
you want to try harder, complain less, and hell, maybe even 
run, At the Harvard Square and in the suburbs.

Turning Japanese 


Larry Carpenter builds a Mikado 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE “Everybody’s trying to avoid getting

says Larry Carpenter, who’s directing the 


production of Gilbert & Sullivan’s The Mikado that the Huntington 


Theatre Company is mounting in 
association with the North Shore 
Music Theatre. “It’s really a dark 
little piece when you think about it.” 
But how much thinking can a 
Victorian operetta like The Mikado 
bear? More than a century after 
their heyday, librettist W.S. Gilbert 
and composer Arthur Sullivan 
aren't remembered for their intel- 
lectual depth. And just how high- 
brow can a show be when the char- 
acters have names like Nanki-Poo, 
Pooh-Bah, and Yum-Yum? 
According to Carpenter, who has 
staged numerous Huntington hits, 
including G&S’s H.M.S. Pinafore 
and Jolanthe, The Mikado is con- 
sidered lightweight because pro- 
ductions of it have become progres- 
sively more goofy with the passage 
of time. “It’s got sillier and sillier 
and ever more removed from the 
basic storytelling. People started 
doing the form of it and embroider-

But when I say 
‘Japan,’ read ‘Britain,’ because 
it’s really a thinly veiled satire, 
a loving indictment of Late 
Victorian British society, its 
morals, the judicial system, 
and politics writ large. When 
the people in the town receive 
an edict from the ruler that 
anyone who flirted had to be 
beheaded, they take a criminal 
who’s in jail and make him 
Lord High Executioner. But he 
couldn’t cut off anybody’s 
head because he had to cut off 
his own head first. And into 
this mix comes Nanki-Poo, the 
disguised son of the ruler, 
who’s run away from the court

the executioner’s ward. In the end, 
it’s a happily-ever-after story, but 
only after we go through this won- 
derful satire and a great score.” 

So why did Gilbert set his satire 
in Japan? Carpenter explains, 
“Japanese design was all the rage in 
Late Victorian England, and 
Gilbert wanted to capitalize on it. It 
was kind of like in the the ’60s, 
when Peter Max was the rage, or 
Warhol.” 

But the story, not the setting, was 
always foremost in Gilbert’s mind, 
the director insists. “Gilbert was a 
really good dramatist. He was a 
playwright, not just a librettist, and 
he was able to craft a great story 
and move it through an evening of 
song and dance. It’s very clear that 
the storytelling motor is the thing 
that guides him through all the 
musical numbers, which always 
advance some intellectual or emo- 
tional idea.” 

Although contemporary audi- 
ences might miss it, there’s also a 
bit of satire in Sullivan’s score, 
which Carpenter considers his best 
“It has the Britishness of Elgar, who 
wrote Pomp and Circumstance, 
though he shouldn’t be judged by 
that. It’s clean, a little square, not 
tortured, healthy, bouncy. And then 
there’s the Mendelssohn moment, 
the Schumann moment, and other 
moments when Sullivan echoes and 
satirizes those musical forms as 
well. Musically, it’s very diverse, 
with all kinds of different time sig- 
natures and settings. There’s a glee, 
there’s a madrigal, quartets, quin- 
tets, duets, solos, and ‘full big 
sings,’ as we call them, where we 





tiating, Billy Idolesque Norbert 
Leo Butz in the touring produc- 
tion — is always hovering, like 
some leather-clad, crotch-wag- 
gling stand-in for the Reich. Just 
witness the moment when he 
takes the stage with an old-fash- 
ioned victrola, peering at us 
quizzically as a boy soprano sings 
“Tomorrow Belongs to Me,” then 
shuts off the machine to hiss, “to 
me.” 

The torn-stocking crassness of 
the Kit Kat Klub even worms its 
way into the sweet/sad romance 
of Sally Bowles boy-toy Cliff 
Bradshaw's landlady, Fraulein 
Schneider, and the Jewish fruit 
merchant who woos her with 
produce, Herr Schultz. Their 
charming “It Couldn’t Please Me 
More” is invaded first by the 
Emcee and then by Kit Kat girls 
doing coarse things with pineap- 
ples. And the couple’s duet 
“Married,” is taken up and 
turned into a Blue Angel-type 
torcher by one of the Kit Kat girls 
(the impressive Jeanine Morick), 
who romances a mike while dan- 
gling a cigarette. Nonetheless, 
the warm, tough Fraulein 
Schneider of Barbara Andres, 
with her rich/gravelly singing 
voice, and the touching Herr 
Schultz of Dick Latessa, with his 
lovely if slightly forced tenor, 
remain the emotional core of the 
musical. 

The truth is that Cabaret, how- 
ever you tinker with it, is a terrif- 
ic show, with a score that marries 
music hall to jazz to Kurt Weill (a 
threesome! — the Emcee would 
approve). This rendition, more 
aggressive than most, dares to go 
for the ugly underside of the 
musical’s showboating deca- 
dence. But the production is 
hardly as disturbing as seems 
intended, because its hardness is, 
essentially, an effect. The show’s 
in-your-face seediness is ravish- 
ingly lit, its bump-and-stomp 
stridency calculated to the nines. 
In the end, Cabaret, however fab- 
ulous, is a testament to the fran- 
tic allure of the nightclub, not the 
Nazis. id 


have 22 people just opening up and 
blasting.

When asked about the particu- 
lars of his production, Carpenter 
shows himself reluctant to spoil 
the surprises.

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Trinity does Callas 
BY CAROLYN CLAY It may take a diva to play a diva. If so, smoky 


but imperious Trinity Rep veteran Barbara Meek, in her 80th role with 
the company, qualifies. As the court-holding, contradictory Maria 


Callas of Terrence McNally’s 
Tony-winning Master Class, La 
Meek is anything but. She does, 
however, bring some fragility, as 
well as passion and hauteur, to 
the past-her-prime Callas of the 
early 1970s, teaching her famed 
master classes at Juilliard and, 
on occasion, being transported 
back to the past by the music 
she once inhabited with all her 
being. There are things about 
this production I don’t like, but 
Meek is not among them. 

McNally’s Callas is not, of 
course, Callas but the myth of 
Callas: the temperamental star 
who changed opera through her 
unique sound and unusually 
committed acting and who 
burned out her voice early, in 
part because she sacrificed safe- 
ty to fierceness of emotion. The 
playwright, a fervent and knowl- 
edgeable operaphile, uses. this 
image of Callas as a frightening, 
deliciously entertaining conduit 
for his own ideas about the 
sacredness — and the toll — of 
art. 

The play is part homage, part 
disquisition, and one hell of a 
tour de force for an actress. On 
Broadway it was assayed by divas 
in their own right Zoe Caldwell 
and Patti LuPone. The film rights 
are owned by the notoriously dif- 
ficult Faye Dunaway, who was a 
formidable if invulnerable Callas 
in the play’s national tour. Meek 
gives a well-sculpted perfor- 
mance that gets at the flamboy- 
ant ego (as well as at the dis-

that is at least good enough to 
transport La Divina back to La 
Scala. There, swept along by the

Callas, she relives professional 
highs and personal lows, all the 
while demonstrating the com- 
bativeness and courage she’s 
been pushing down the warbling 
throats of the students.

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A germ of truth? 


George Carlin keeps chipping away 


BY NICK A. ZAINO III By the time George Carlin gets to the 


microphone at New York’s Beacon Theatre for his 11th HBO special, 
You Are All Diseased, the crowd is already cheering wildly. Dressed in 


a black T-shirt and black slacks, 
his steel-gray hair pulled back 
into a pony tail, he stokes the 
crowd a little more. “How’s 
everybody doing tonight?” Even 
louder applause. “Good, well, 
fuck you!” It’s the first laugh, the 
one that breaks the ice. “Just try- 
ing to make you feel at home.” 
And with that Carlin fires into 
what he calls “a series of things 
that are pissing me off.” 

George Carlin has spent more 
than 40 years writing and per- 
forming comedy. Most comics his 
age have faded into obscurity or 
settled comfortably into network 
TV, but Carlin will not go quietly. 
This past Tuesday, just a week 
after his 62nd birthday, he 
released the CD companion to 
You Are All Diseased. Later this 
month, Kevin Smith’s Dogma, in 
which Carlin plays shifty Cardinal 
Glick, will premiere at the Cannes 
Film Festival. Carlin is in the mid- 
dle of his second book, the fol- 
low-up to his bestselling Brain 


Droppings, and is overseeing the 
creation of a boxed set scheduled 
to be released this fall. And all that 
on top of a tour schedule of about 
150 dates per year. 

The live audience is at the core 
of Carlin’s work. Over the phone, 
he describes the relationship as 
“a circular exercise. You know, 
you put things out and they 
reward you at different levels of 
laughter or applause, and the 
contract is complete.” That does- 
n’t mean that he’s out for a 
crowd-pleasing good time. He 
cherishes uncomfortable 
moments, and there are plenty of 
them in his latest routines. He 
admonishes those who believe in 
angels (“What are you, fucking 
stupid?”), ascribes a whole new 
meaning to businessmen’s “ser- 
vicing an account,” affirms that 
there is no God. 

He even goes after kid-on-kid 
violence, and he’s not worried 
about the timing of his material 
in the wake of the recent 


Colorado tragedy. “I couldn’t 
wait to get on stage that night 
with the stuff I’m doing about 
kids killing each other. I had a 
thing that was already in place in 
my show. And I knew it would 
make them tighten up in their 
seats, and I just couldn’t wait to 
get to that. I love doing that.” As 
he puts it in his routine, “Nature 
should be allowed to its job of 
killing off the weak and sickly 
and ignorant people without 
interference from air bags and 
batting helmets. Just think of it as 
passive eugenics.” 

In other words, it’s everything 
Carlin loves to point out about 
society. “Most everything we

hear is bullshit, with a germ of 
truth in it. That’s what makes it 
attractive — the germ of truth. 
And it’s just kind of fun trying to 
chip away the bullshit.” 

Some fans have questioned his 
ability to do so after doing com- 
mercials (for an automobile and a 
long-distance-telephone compa- 
ny). He explains that he needed 
the money to pay off a debt to the 
IRS, that he has been in a 20- 
year struggle to get clear of 
unpaid taxes. Now that he’s plan- 
ning a future with the new love of 
his life, he wants to start fresh, so 
he found a windfall income. The 
saving grace of the commercials, 
Carlin claims, is that he insisted 
on a stripped-down look featur- 
ing material he wrote himself. 
“I’m not real happy that I had to 
do that, but that’s what hap- 
pened, and I feel okay about it.” 

The web gets. further tangled 
when the audience tries to weave 
the personal and the public 
Carlin together. Although the 
core beliefs are the same, Carlin 
says his approach to life and to 
performance are different. “I 
think comedy has always repre- 
sented a kind of discontent and a 
subversive disbelief and an 
attempt to overturn and over- 
throw — at least for the evening, 
for a few moments — to overturn 
and overthrow the received wis- 
dom and received cultural mes- 
sages.” 

Yet he resists words like 
“angry” and “cynical.” “I don’t 
experience anger in my daily life. 
I’m like anyone else — I can get 
impatient in traffic, and I have 
some nice things to say. But 
anger doesn’t run my life to any 
extent that I can see.” 2 





Zero gravity 


Matt Harnett, May Stevens, and Joel Shapiro float free

deceived by the quaint, 19th-century candy- 
store quality of the Brush Art Gallery in 


Lowell. 


For all that this modest showcase 


occupies one of the neatly refurbished spaces 
in the basement of an old brick mill 40 miles 


north of Boston, and for all that 
its atmosphere is small-town 
friendly (no. admission cost and a 
staff so accommodating it seems 
lifted from a Frank Capra 
movie), there the quaintness 
ends. To assume the Brush’s lack 
of pretense casts it in the pathet- 
ic tradition of most suburban art 
venues — glass by the ladies, 
harbor paintings by the gentle- 
men — would be an injustice. In 
fact, the current exhibit of pho- 
tographs by Matt Harnett quali- 
fies as one of the most startling, 
unsettling, and accomplished 
shows you'll see anywhere. 


What Harnett has done over 
the course of some three dozen 
immaculately rendered black- 
and-white images (the show also 
includes an installation by Mia 
Wood and a photographic essay 
by James Higgins and Joan Ross) 
is to capture the daily life of chil- 
dren whose only home is the 
streets of Phnom Penh, 
Cambodia. With a sense of com- 
position that stays formal with- 
out ever becoming overbearing, 
Harnett provides a look at lives 
so impoverished, so seasoned by 
hunger and despair, and at the 
same time so fully lived — with- 
out a trace of the narcotized con- 
sciousness of television cultures 
— that you’re left both humbled 
and stunned by these strangely 
ancient children. 

Harnett knows precisely how 
near or how far to position him- 
self from his subjects. The result 
is that his photographs read with 
devastating articulation and clar- 
ity. A group of boys, six in all 
(much as one shirks from count- 
ing), ages perhaps eight to 16, 
sleep outdoors in a pit lined with 
cardboard. Legs akimbo, mouths 
open, they sleep fully dressed 
and attached to each other like a 
circle of crudely cut paper dolls 

Harnett’s insight is to shoot 
them from only a few feet above, 
thereby permitting us to see them 
as simultaneously unreal and 
real, as a design imposed by the 
artist’s perspective but also as 
flesh and blood. The boys regis- 
ter either as an abstraction — a 
Third World ghetto’s June Taylor 








Dancers — or as _ inescapably 
human and particular. We’re 
close enough to feel the heat they 
generate, the breath of their 
sighs. 

Harnett is no less skilled at 
distance — in fact, he may even 
be more skilled. It’s almost 
impossible to make things we 
can’t see resonate with the same 
profundity as those that we can, 
but Harnett pulls it off. The artist 
reminds us, for instance, that 
maintaining one’s distance is fre- 
quently a form of respect. The 
child whose lower teeth make 
him resemble the Wolf Man is 





violence and complete res- 
ignation, that Harnett con- 
fronts us with the meaning 
of our own ability to cry. 
He’s suggesting to us that 
empathy itself is an indul- 
gence of the privileged. 


WHEREAS MATT HAR- 
NETT achieves his 
poignancy through an 
essentially cerebral 
approach to his subjects 
and a near-scientific exac- 
titude in technique, the 
painter May Stevens, 
whose show is currently up 
at the Museum of Fine 
Arts, does the opposite. In 
large, often unframed 
acrylics, Stevens focuses

legged, wispy-haired, 
seemingly confused old 
woman.

shot yards away, and then behind 
a veil of smoke from the cigarette 
he’s puffing. The mother holding 
a malnourished, naked child is 
seen as if through an inverted 
telescope as she talks to a man in 
a wheelchair who has no legs. 
More haunting than the 
images of unspeakable hardship 
are the images that purport to 
show no hardship at all: the boys 
sniffing glue as offhandedly as 
executives hitting back the 
night’s first martini; the just 
barely post-pubescent prosti- 
tutes seductively draped over 
rusting beds. And it’s in these 
pictures of unselfconscious yet 
merciless pain, with their casual 





from the show’s inescapable wall 
text and centrally positioned, 
relentless videotape. And it’s a 
fact that I fear obscures the 
nature of Stevens’s accomplish- 
ment, which is not biographical 
but aesthetic. 

Few artists are willing to take 
on the challenge of human 
decrepitude and decay. Fewer 
still are able to find within the 
body’s aging and the mind’s 
wandering anything to celebrate 
or cherish. Yet in her images of 
“Alice in the Garden” Stevens 
succeeds at making her mother a 
thrilling presence. 

For one thing, Alice is monu- 
mental. She’s depicted as seven 





feet tall and five feet wide. And 
positioned as she is many feet 
above eye level, her dimensions 
suggest the grandeur and solidi- 
ty of a Victorian brownstone. 
More important, though her 
eyes are shielded both by glasses 
and by the effects of time, and 
though her head often slumps 
forward as if she had just dozed 
off during a conversation, 
Alice’s posture resembles in its 


ae ice a 
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Alice, made that much less real 
and convincing by her proximity 
to a virtual cartoon. 

In another body of work, 
Stevens’s paintings of boats and 
waterways beneath an overlay of 
minutely painted words enjoy 
greater interest as ideas for 
paintings than as actual images. 
But there too, when the artist 
steps back from instruction and 
lets the imagery speak for itself,

uncompromised angles an 
Egyptian statue, one capable of 
standing guard for millennia. 
Her mouth maintains lines that 
were etched by humor and intel- 
ligence. The facial wrinkles may 
run deep, but their movement is 
upward, like the embellishments 
at the summit of a Corinthian 
column. 

Unfortunately, not all of 
Stevens’s work enjoys the 
grandiosity of “Alice in the 
Garden.” In a number of paint- 
ings, she positions her mother 
with what look like textbook 
illustrations of the early-20th- 
century German socialist leader 
Rosa Luxemburg, and _ those 
paintings suffer from a trans- 
parent didacticism, as if the 
artist did not trust herself and 
her audience to appreciate her 
mother’s spiritual and figurative 
importance. In one image, 
Luxemburg is depicted on a 
park bench as if she had stepped 
from an early silent move: she’s 
done in black and white and ina 
hairstyle and garments from an 
earlier era. Opposite her sits

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the results are breathtaking. The 
Canal, an aerial view of water 
moving through two banks of 
flora, at first glance appears to 
be the heads of two women in 
silhouette, as if backlit by an 
intense yet unseen source of 
light. A human form is rendered 
as indistinguishable from the 
landscape; it’s a mesmerizing 
achievement. 

Also on view at the MFA are 
the delightfully playful abstrac} 
sculptures of Joel Shapiro, who 
positions interlocking rectangu- 
lar forms in metal and wood at 
surprising angles so that they 
appear to be animated; they sug- 
gest dancing buildings, haywire 
plants, commuters galloping 
toward a train. All appear to be 
stopped in some calisthenics 
freeze-frame, stasis about to 
break loose. And they share a 
connection to May Stevens’s 
most personal and_ realistic 
imagery and even Matt 
Harnett’s haunting documentary 
photographs, since in different

Among said bigwigs would be 
the power brokers at Capitol 
Records — the label that had 
signed the Push Stars to a five- 
album deal after winning a bid- 
ding war for the band’s services 
with a pair of other heavy- 
weights (Columbia and the label 
formerly known as Geffen). 
Although their major-label 
debut, After the Party, wouldn’t 
be released for another two 
months, the Boston-based trio 
had already gotten some nation- 
al attention with “Everything 
Shines,” a song featured on the 
Capitol soundtrack to last sum- 
mer’s surprise hit movie There’s 
Something About Mary. There 
was already a buzz about the 
band. Trapper knew what had to 
be done. 

“I said we should open up 
with a cover song,” he recalls 
over lunch with bandmates Ryan 
MacMillan (drums, percussion) 
and Dan McLoughlin (bass, 
keyboards) at the Other Side 
Café on Newbury Street, where 
both he and MacMillan used to 
work. “It was Buddy Holly’s 
‘Rave On,’ and we had never 
played it, but I felt it was really 
crucial to open up with that, so 
that it would say we’re still con- 
fident. We’re still us. We’re still 
the same band that would whip 
songs off at the Common 
Ground in Allston. We still take 
chances, and we're still that 
band that’s just doing it natural- 
ly.” 

Although the Push Stars may 
think of themselves as the same 
outfit they were back in 1995 
when they began performing 
every Tuesday night at the 
Common Ground — and indeed 
they carry themselves with the 
same innate warmth, humility, 
and charm — what has changed 
are the expectations and stakes 





surrounding a band Trapper 
claims “kind of happened by 
accident.

course, Trapper’s home town of 
Buffalo. Last month, the band 
performed at a meet-and-greet 
pre-CD release bash at Bill’s 
Bar, then topped the week off 
with a couple of Earth Day con- 
cert appearances in Boston and 
New York and a round of press 
interviews. And this Saturday 
they'll hold their record-release 
party proper at the Paradise 
(with My Favorite Relative open- 
ing) before hitting the road to 
support After the Party. You can 
bet that before the year’s over, 
the Push Stars will have per- 
formed the disc’s first single, 
“Any Little Town” (an embryon- 
ic version of the song appeared 
on the band’s self-released 
seven-song EP, Tonight), more 
times than they can count. 

“When I look back at how 
hard we’ve worked, I realize that 
we now have to work three times 
as hard,” McLoughlin allows. 
“We don’t feel like we're any- 
where yet. On paper, it looks like 
we’re somewhere, but we feel 
we've got so much to do.” 
MacMillan agrees: “We have to 
do what we did here in Boston in 
every other town in America, 
which means we’ve got about 
300 towns to go.” Even though 
the band have already laid some 
of the groundwork for the recep- 
tion they hope to get in that great 
pop wilderness called Middle 
America, sleep does not come 
easily these days for Trapper. 

“| definitely feel a heightened 
sense of pressure,” he confides 
between sips of coffee. “I keep 
waking up at five in the morning 
and sitting up in bed for no rea- 
son thinking, “Why am I doing 
this?’ But I do truly care about 
the fate of this record, and | 
really want it to be heard by peo- 
ple. I’m saying that not so much 
from a careerist perspective but 
just from the perspective that I 
feel good about it, that we’ve 
created something positive. So I 
feel very anxious that it gets a 
fair shot and has a chance to live 
and breathe. Because { think it’s 
something people will get if they 
hear it. I think a lot of music 
today is not reaching out to real, 








everyday people. It’s about 
extremes now.” 

There’s little chance that any- 
one who hears After the Party 
will confuse it with what’s being 
turned out by Korn or Creed or 
Sleater-Kinney. The album 
emphasizes the rootsy glow and 
classic pop warmth that have 
always defined the Push Stars’ 
broad-based approach — it’s a 
disc that could easily share the 
cross-demographic appeal of a 
band like Counting Crows. 
Working with the high-profile 
producers Jack Joseph-Puig (the 
Verve Pipe, Goo Goo Dolls) and 
Gavin MacKillop (Toad the Wet 
Sprocket), the Push Stars aug- 
mented their straightforward 
guitar/bass/drums formula with 
electric sitar, mandolin, timpani, 
trombone, and — on one track 
(“Drunk Is Better Than Dead”) 
— even theremin. 

“We wanted to say we’re a 
pop band but not a disposable 
pop band,” explains Trapper. 
“Our goal was to make a record 
that you could put on five years 
from now and not be like, 
‘Omigod, what were we think- 
ing?’ And a lot of that has to do 
with the production and sound 
choices that we made.” 

The result is a streamlined 
collection of burnished pop 
songs that place Trapper’s 
warm, amber voice front and 
center. “Any Little Town” (which 
has been receiving airplay locally 
on WBOS and the River) 
announces itself with breezy 
brushstrokes of Trapper’s guitar 
and a galloping groove spiked 
with artful touches of mandolin, 
electric sitar, and Rhodes key- 
board. Despite the ornamenta- 
tion, which brings to mind John 
Mellencamp’s accordion- and 
violin-tinged heartland hits, the 
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is roomy, and the band 

relaxed and confident. 
“Meet Me on Main Street” 
would, even without Trapper’s 
lyrics about a failed relationship, 
convey a melancholy sadness 
with its disconsolate guitar pro- 
gression and the spare piano 
notes that frame the chorus. 
“Sofkuri’s Room,” which may 
be Trapper’s most accomplished 
writing effort so far, is an exer- 
cise in elegant simplicity, with 
his tender voice framed by noth- 
ing more than a softly picked 
acoustic-guitar figure that 
recalls Simon & Garfunkel at 
their most tranquil. 

Overall the album is a well- 
rounded effort that points up 
many of the band’s acknowl- 
edged strengths, as well as some 
of their perceived weaknesses. 
On a _ pop-music spectrum 
where, say, Britney Spears and 
Sparklehorse occupy either end, 
the Push Stars tend to fall some- 
where in the congenial, main- 
stream middle. Perhaps that’s 
why the Push Stars — despite 
having been named the best 
unsigned band in America in a 
1997 contest sponsored by EMI 
Music Publishing and Radio & 
Records and winning a handful 
of Boston Music Awards includ- 
ing “Outstanding Rock Band” 
last year and the “Rising Star” 
title this year — are rarely men- 
tioned when talk turns to 
Boston’s hippest or most cut- 
ting-edge bands. 

“I think our goal from the first 
day was to create our own 
scene,” says Trapper. “So we 
started playing at the Common 
Ground in Allston on Tuesday 
night for 12 people, and that kind 
of became our Boston scene. 
Then a couple of years passed 
and we couldn’t play there any- 
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sound 
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more because it got too packed. 
Our goal was to be a home for 
people who don’t feel cool 
enough, who don’t feel like 
they’re trendy people. We saw a 
lot of hip Boston bands kinda 
start in Boston and be cool in 
Boston ard then die in Boston 
and never break outside of 
Boston. We’re not going to go 
back to our practice space and 
rework songs and say, ‘We’ve got 
to make this cooler.’ You can only 
do what you do honestly and then 
put it out there. We have bigger 
worries now than whether we’re a 
cool Boston band.” 

Indeed, it’s their honesty that 
sets the Push Stars apart from 
the endless assembly line of fla- 
vor-of-the-month alterna-rock- 
ers. Their music may not 
demand a daring leap of faith on 
the part of listeners, but that’s 
never been the band’s desire or 
focus. Trapper never comes 
across as calculated or pander- 
ing on After the Party (and as a 
lyricist he towers head and 
shoulders above generic mod- 
ern-rock poster boys like the 
Goo Goo Dolls’ Johnny Reznick 
or that guy from Matchbox 20), 
and the music doesn’t ever 
sound tossed off or contrived. 
What you hear instead is the 
sound of a guileless pop band 
with heart making guileless pop 
music with heart — sunny one 
moment, a little sentimental the 
next, but always sincere. It’s 
rock-and-roll comfort food — 
wholly accessible, unfversal 
music that’s meant to be heard 
by people listening in any 
crowded club or lonely bed- 
room, in any little town. ®

LITTLE SYMPHONIES 


“Blondie is a band” the band once saw 
fit to announce in a publicity cam- 
paign, but these days the bleached 
blonde singer, Deborah Harry, is as 
essential to the band persona as ever. 
At the Orpheum last Saturday night, 
Harry’s voice was heavier — and so 
was her body — than 16 years ago, 
when she last fronted this quintessen- 
tial American new-wave pop band, but 
she’s still a commanding presence. 
She wore a PVC (or was it really 
leather?) knee-length skirt that 
hugged her butt and belly, a form-fit- 
ting top, and short-spike heels — an 
outfit that hobbled her movement and, 
when she turned sideways, empha- 
sized her girth. But if her once-svelte 
figure was part of Blondie’s original 
multilayered ironic play on romantic 
pop, so is her mature look now (she’s 
53). You could say she’s grown into 
the role of Blondie. This, after all, is 
the woman who sang (and sang 
Saturday night), “Once I fell in love/It 
was a gas/Soon found out/It was a 
pain in the ass.” Harry flung her hair, 
jumped and gyrated as much as her 
outfit would allow, shook her breasts 
at the audience — not a coquette but 
a bad-ass rock-and-roll mama. Which 
is what she’s been all along. 

Harry’s singing is also just as 
important to the band as it ever was 
Although one Blondie-ologist in the 
audience noted that the keys had been 
lowered on at least a couple of the old 
hits, Harry’s expressive range was

Spector talked about. In 
“Rapture” it’s a matter of the multi- 
layered narratives. Elsewhere, it’s in 
the band’s extended arrangements. 
Destri introduced the verse of the new 
“Forgive and Forget” with pan-pipe 
keyboard figures, but he heightened 
the drama in the last chorus with a 
sweaty organ cadenza. Sometimes, as 
n “One Way or Another,” it’s the 
simple, steady rhythmic crunch of 
punk guitar chords. By the end of the 
night, these hitmakers proved why 
they were a cut above most of the 
competition in their heyday — and 
still are.

THE HOLE SHOW:

Hole kept the sold-out Orpheum 
waiting last Sunday night. The 
evening had gotten off to a slow start 
to begin with when, at the band’s 
request, a squad of wand-wielding, 
metal-detecting security guards was 
dispatched to ensure nothing danger- 
ous made its way into the theater. And 
if that seemed a little severe — after 
all, Hole aren’t touring with Marilyn 
Manson anymore — well, the reason 
for it would eventually be revealed. In 
the meantime, after a short opening 
set by San Francisco’s indie-poppin’ 
Imperial Teen, we were left to fidget 
for a little over an hour before Queen 
Courtney graced us _ with her 
bleached-blond, scantily clad, and oh- 
so-candid presence. 

It was worth the wait. Sweet as sher-

undiminished. She can be whispery 
high-note girlish or sing out with a 
full-blooded roar. On “Maria,” the 
single from the band’s new No Exit 
(Beyond/BMG), she sang the low-set 
opening verse as hardboiled narrative 
(“She moves like she don’t 
care/Smooth as silk/Cool as air”) 
before releasing the chorus in an 
exalted upper register. The alternating 
rap and sung chorus of “Rapture” 
ended with a startling high-floating 
melody line. 

Which is where the band come in. 
In a songwriting process that includes 
everyone (Harry, guitarist Chris 
Stein, keyboardist Jimmy Destri, 
drummer Clem Burke), Blondie know 
how to make those “little symphonies” 





bet one minute, full of piss and vinegar 
the next, shamelessly flaunting her 
celebrity skin either way, Love demand- 
ed and commanded attention. She 
talked. There was a coy apology for the 
Hole show last December at the 
Orpheum, the one where she bared her 
breasts: “Thank you for putting up with 
us when we were really kind of bad.” 
And there was the reference to all the 
alterna-gossip about who writes Hole’s 
songs: “We’re a cover,” she boasted, 
“and this next song is by Cameron 
Diaz.” It was the searing “Pretty on the 
Inside,” a song from the pre-Kurt 1991 
album of the same title. Point taken. 
And she sang. Not usually on cue or 
on key, but with a passion, intensity, 
and humor that made the songs them-

selves sing. There was an impromptu 
a cappella rendition of “If I Were a 
Rich Man,” which ended with the line 
“All day long I'd . . . fuck it, I’d do 
drugs.” And there was an extended 
version of “Malibu,” which began with 
Love climbing up over the PA columns 
and onto one of the second-tier bal- 
conies that flank the Orpheum stage, 
where she plopped herself in a seem- 
ingly scared young man’s lap for a 
verse or two, and ended with allusions 
to “Maggie’s Farm” and “All 
Tomorrow’s Parties.” Oh, and there 
was a fist-pumping cover of “Cum On 
Feel the Noize.” And finally, she 
marched out into the audience and 
started pulling people up on stage. 
(Hence the metal-detection unit.) 
“This is America,” she shouted before 
heading backstage to prepare for the 
encore. “Anyone can be on stage.” It 
was, in short, rock-and-roll theater at 
its sloppy, unpredictable best.

WAITING FOR 
BOBBY: 
THE RZA’S NO-SHOW 


Six p.m. That was the advertised 
starting time for last Thursday’s con- 
cert by a masked rapper known as 
Bobby Digital, born Robert Diggs, 
a/k/a the RZA — the producer, rap- 
per, and self-described “abbot” who 
leads the Wu-Tang Clan. In some 
sense, The RZA as Bobby Digital in 
Stereo (Gee Street/V2; 1998) was a 
failure: the rapping was mediocre and 
many of the songs sounded unfin- 
ished. But the release was also excit- 
ing and innovative, notable for its 
grandiose strings, ham-fisted synthe- 
sizers, strange sexual mythology 
(“Pussy tight as a pharmaceutical bot- 
tle/And you could swallow a whole 
avocado”), and general air of mystery. 

7:15 p.m. Avalon is two-thirds full; 


“white boys with baseball hats mill 


around,.wondering- whether they can 
expect an opening act. There’s no DJ 
on stage to warm up the crowd, but 
the PA is playing Gang Starr’s gteatest 
hits. A black man in a Panama hat 
ambles across the stage, swinging his 
arms, and puts the Bobby Digital 
album on the PA. The first English 
words on the album are “The B, the 
O, the B, the B, the Y, the D... ,” but 
not everyone seems to recognize what 
he or she is hearing. The man in the 
Panama hat turns it off, grabs the 
microphone, and starts telling the 
crowd about a Clan offshoot named 
Wu-Syndicate whose album was 
recently released. “Y’all got that, 
right?” No response. 

7:30 p.m. Panama-hat man is still 
on stage. Someone comes over and 
whispers something in his ear. He 
smiles broadly and turns to the audi- 
ence. “I just got the word,” he shouts. 
“Y’all wanna know the word? Bobby 
Digital’s tour bus will be here in half 
an hour!” He expects wild excitement, 
but the audience seem to feel a sense 
of entitlement: perhaps, having paid 
their money, they take Bobby Digital’s 
impending presence for granted. 

8:30 p.m. A nervous soundguy 
grabs the microphone and says he has 
some bad news. “The headliner’s lim- 
ousine broke down in Connecticut. 
Tonight’s show is canceled. Get 
refunds at your point of purchase.” It 
takes a few seconds for the announce- 
ment to sink in, after which a few peo- 
ple stay put and shout obscenities at 
no one in particular while everyone 
else files glumly toward the door. 
Outside, Panama-hat man looks irate, 
and the rest of the Wu-promo team 
are cursing their luck. 

So was there really a limousine? A 
tour bus? Did one or the other actual- 
ly break down? Was the elusive Bobby 
Digital ever in Connecticut? Is he 
anywhere in this hemisphere? A can- 
celed concert somehow seems in 
keeping with the libidinous, charis- 
matic, unpredictable persona of the 
album: too careless to get it right, and 


too self-important to care.

Reflecting Skin lighten up 


Reflecting Skin are the type of band that you’d love to avoid lumping into 
a category. They’ve got the emotive female singer up front, the shimmering 
guitar chords and the trance-inducing rhythms — and at their Middle 


East release party last week, they 
had more than a few vampire-bit- 
ten types in the audience. So you 
make a note to avoid hauling out 
stock adjectives like ethereal, 
moody, or the band’s least favorite, 
dark. 

“God, I hope we’re not that,” 
said guitarist 
Christian Gilbert 
as he ducked into 
Hi-Fi Pizza 
before the release 
party. “I hope 
people don’t hear 
darkness; I hope 
they hear people 
doing something 
they really want 
to do.” Adds 
bassist Alex Milne, “We’re dark 
only in that we’re introspective. 
And some people aren’t always 
going to want to introspect.” 
Concludes singer Leah Chandra, 
“We're on the lighter side of dark.” 

In fact, Reflecting Skin are a 
good deal more interesting than

that. Their CD Haley (on their 
own unnamed label) takes the tex- 
tural soundscapes of Gilbert’s ear- 
lier band Opium Den to a more 
abstract plane — if it’s dark, then 
so are a lot of seductive things.

For her part, Chandra had 
already been staking out Gilbert 
with an eye to luring him into a 
band.

have been the pants,” Gilbert 
shoots back. Still, her pursuit paid 
off: he agreed at the party to give 
her an audition, and a few days 
later the band were underway 

Since Reflecting Skin started on 
intuition, they leave room for that 
in the songwriting — hence the 
album’s fairly equal mix of conven- 
tional songs and less structured 
instrumentals. “We don’t feel too 
responsible for what happens when 
the four of us play together,” says 
Chandra. “For me there’s a spiritu- 
al element in it, though that may 
not even be evident to the 
other band members.” Adds 
Gilbert, “We try to think like 
20th-century composers, 
silly as that may seem. We 
like to think about what 
we're doing and shape it a 
certain way — so that when 
we sound abstract it’s not 
just moody or jammy, more 
like we’re developing a musical 
idea and there’s some purpose to 
it” 

Gilbert continues, “I'll tell you 
why I do music: it’s because time is 
my enemy. Every piece of music 
says something about time. You 
can listen to a bird singing and 
know how that relates to the big 
picture — that it will lead into 
something else and the circle will 
recur. So a song is a representation 
of that; it gives you a glimpse of the 
whole arrangement. My girlfriend 
paints, and I’m always asking why 
she wants to work with tubes of 
paint when there are all these vivid 
colors out there in nature. But a 
painting says something about 
space, just as a piece of music says 
something about time.”

it was just about catchy tunes.”

MERRIE AMSTERBURG. 
Seems that if you want a break- 
through album nowadays, you’ve 
got to work it forever. Merrie 
Amsterburg’s Season of Rain was 
first released on Q Division’s in- 
house label in early 1996; the 
singer/songwriter earned some 
local acclaim and promoted the 
disc with a handful of regional and 
national tours. And now that she 


arrangement has a more somber 
tone, losing the sprightly bass riff 
that defined the original.

has a major-label deal (on the 
Rounder/PolyGram label Zoe), 
she’s releasing the album again 
while beginning studio work on the 
long-overdue follow-up. 

In its original form, Season of 
Rain was one of the finest acoustic 
albums to come out of Boston this 
decade — a cycle of songs heavy 
with loss and longing, hauntingly 
pretty and gorgeously sung. The 
new version has a_ reshuffled 


sequence and two extra tracks, 


one of which (“Patchwork”) has 
turned up often in Amsterburg’s 
live shows and fits in perfectly. 
The other one’s a mixed blessing: 
the Police’s “Walking on the 
Moon,” which at least works bet- 
ter than we Sting haters would 
expect. It’s still a bit lighthearted 
for this album, but her band’s 
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“It was more a matter of finally 
getting the time. I’m a pretty pri- 
vate person, so I need time to allow 
myself to write. There'll still be 
some sad songs on the new album, 
but we’ve got some lighter things, 
too. There’s one song I play bari- 
tone guitar on that’s just a good, 
happy love song.” She hasn’t 
changed her ways entirely, though: 
that song bears the ominous title 
“Undertow.” 

Since the songs on Season of 
Rain were written quickly during a 
time of personal upheaval, it’s 
ironic that she’s been performing 
them full-time for the past three 
years. “Some of the songs still get 
to me; I felt some of that happen at 
the release party last week [a 
Rounder event at the Lizard 
Lounge]. Sometimes you can be 








guarded enough emotionally that 
you're not still sucked in by the 
emotions that caused you to write 
the song. But there’s still times 
when they catch me off guard.” 
Amsterburg plays a public disc- 
release party this Saturday night 
(May 23) at the Lizard Lounge. 


DEAD BOYS TRIB. Boston-band 
alumni wind up in the strangest 
places. Last weekend a handful of 
local expatriates turned up at the 
Gabah club on Melrose Avenue in 
Hollywood, performing as 
Moronic Reducer — the world’s 
best and only Dead Boys tribute 
band. Among the perpetrators 
were long-time Boston punk and 
current rock scribe Johnny Angel 
and ex—New Man/Peter Wolf 
drummer Brock Avery — two guys 
who wouldn’t have been caught 
dead on the same stage back in the 
day. Opening band for the event 
were Angel Rot, whose line-up 
included not only former White 
Zombie guitarist Tom Five but 
bassist Gyda Gash — perhaps best 
known (at least to anyone who’s 
read the punk memoir Please Kill 
Me) as the former girlfriend of the 
late Dead Boys guitarist Cheetah 
Chrome. Her comment on the 
event: “It’s absolutely ridiculous, 
but so were the original Dead Boys 
themselves.” 


TEDESCHI IN TROUBLE. 
When Boston-associated blues- 
woman Susan Tedeschi goes on 
tour this summer, she’ll be backed 
by one of the best freelance 
rhythm sections in the genre: 
drummer Chris Layton and 
bassist Tommy Shannon, better- 
known as Double Trouble — the 
name came from their old boss, 
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Stevie Ray Vaughan. The pair 
were part of the recently disband- 
ed group Storyville; Tedeschi is 
both the first female artist and the 
first non-Texan they’ve backed. 
The line-up will make its debut on 
the David Letterman show June 
15; so far Tedeschi’s summer tour 
doesn’t include a Boston date.

Rapping with Insane Clown Posse 






A couple of weeks ago I got a call from a publicist at Island

Clown Posse, the controversial Detroit-based 
white rap duo who paint their faces like evil 
circus performers, were on their way to 
Boston. In a bus. A customized bus all-done 
up in hellish flames and stuff. A customized 
bus that would be parked in front of the 
DoubleTree Guest Suites Hotel for an entire 
afternoon while Violent J and Shaggy 2 Dope 
received visitors from the press and radio. 

They wouldn’t be performing in the area or 

anything —— that would come later, after the 
May 25 release of their new The Amazing 
Jeckel Brothers. This was just a promo tour, a 
chance for Violent and Shaggy to meet their 
media adversaries face to face (if any journal- 
ists or radio programmers 
dared) and to help gener- 
ate a little publicity in 
advance not only of the 
album’s release but of a 
Kiss-style onslaught of 
comic books, ICP action 
figures, and a straight-to- 
video feature film. This in 
the wake of the Colorado 
high-school massacre that 
had community dema- 
gogues trying to pinpoint a scapegoat from 
among pop music, films, and video games 
(instead of, say, taking a closer look at the 
often cruelly segregated social hierarchies of 
our high schools). Given ICP’s attitude 
toward critics — “Fuck critics/Fuck your 
review/Even if you like me/Fuck you!”, goes 
one refrain on the new album — I was a lit- 
tle wary. But there are some things you just 
gotta do. I was going to board the bus. 

First, some history. In the first half of the 
decade, when the Jerky Boys were making 
their initial assault on good taste, ICP found 
a local audience in Michigan the old-fash- 
ioned way — through a series of low-budget 
self-released cassettes, EPs, and albums. 
Then, two years ago, Disney’s Hollywood 
Records released ICP’s major-label debut, 
The Great Milenko, only to drop the duo and 
recall the album the same week. Apparently, 
someone in middle management forgot to 
memo Michael Eisner about the rather vio- 
lent and offensive content of the disc. 
Anyway, as former Sex Pistols manager 
Malcolm McLaren will tell you, you can’t buy 
that kind of publicity. When Island re- 
released The Great Milenko a couple months 
later, it shot to the top of the charts and went 
on to sell well over a million copies. A compi- 
lation of early ICP tracks and a live-concert 
video/mockumentary released the following 
year fared every bit as well. 
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Which brings us to The Amazing Jeckel 
Brothers, an album the Billboard chart doc- 
tors are already predicting will debut at #1. 
Wu-Tanger Ol’ Dirty Bastard and No Limit 
soldier Snoop Dogg offer moral support in 
the way of cameos, but, except for the occa- 
sional calliope sample, the music’s pretty run- 
of-the-mill, the beats more dopy than dope. 
As for the lyrics, well, here are some sample 
verses: “I could go back to school instead and 
try to get my diploma/But I’d much rather 
bang your head on the wall until you fall into 
a coma”; “Fuck preschoolers/Fuck rulers, 
kings and queens and gold jewelers/Fuck 
wine coolers”; “Bitch, I love you, and know 
you gotta die.” Pretty silly 
shit, right? I mean, if any- 
thing, we should be con- 
cerned about the implica- 
tions of living in a world 
where a couple of jokers with 
bad taste can be considered a 
serious threat. And I had the 
feeling even Violent J would 
agree. 


is how he explained it. “We’re 
putting on a big-ass show, right up to the 
point where we hide our faces in public. 
People don’t like us because what we're say- 
ing is all negative. But I believe that in enter- 
tainment, whether it’s music or movies, you 
don’t have to give a fucking message. It’s not 
our fucking job. When a kid who’s been 
working or going to school all fuckin’ week 
buys a $45 concert ticket and he’s sitting in 
the crowd half-drunk, he doesn’t want to 
hear about the fucking monks in Tibet. That’s 
where we come in. We don’t give a fuck about 
the monks in Tibet. I ain’t saying that they 
shouldn’t be helped. But we’re just there to 
entertain you.” 

In fact, Violent even makes a case for ICP’s 
being responsible citizens in their own partic- 
ular way. “We don’t deny that what we do is 
offensive to many thousands or billions of 
people. But, check this out, we just turned 
down an enormous offer to do Ozzfest. We 
turned down Lollapalooza two years ago. We 
turned down the Rob Zombie/Korn tour. 
That’s because we never subject what we do 
to an audience that doesn’t want to see us. 
Our music is filled with all types of obsceni- 
ties and raw shit. But you don’t hear it on the 
fucking radio. We’re doing radio interviews 
right now for stations who won’t play our 
shit. And you don’t see us on MTV. We don’t 
shove shit down anybody’s throat. You gotta 
come looking for it.” ae 


“We’re from the old school,” 
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THE ERA OF THE 5TH JOKERS 
CARP HAS ARRIVED. 
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Kool Keith becomes Dr. Doom 


“I like to battle myself,” Keith Thornton proclaimed back 
when he was an Ultramagnetic MC in ’88. That alone 


doesn’t prove he’s the first schizoid rapper — these days, he 
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blames his post-Ultramagnetics stay at 
Bellevue on “exhaustion.” But whereas 
most rappers have one personality, or less, 
Thornton — a/k/a Kool Keith, a/k/a Dr 
Octagon, a/k/a Mr. Gerbik, a/k/a Big 
Willie Smith, and known, at least this 
week, as Dr. Doom — has a full 
Hollywood Squares board. And though 
Biggie Smalls may have been plagued with 
“Suicidal Thoughts,” Keith’s gotta be the 
first MC to murder his own alter ego on an 
album, wasting that “Dr 
Octagon-ass muthafucka” 
with a 12-gauge in the 
opening skit on his new 
album, First Come, First 
Served (Funky Ass). 

On his last two full- 
lengths, Sex Style (also on 
Funky Ass) and Dr. 
Octagon (re-released, dur- 
ing the Octagon project’s 
abortive stint with DreamWorks, as Dr. 
Octagonecologyst), Keith vented, exorcis- 
ing black angst, sweaty-palmed kinkiness, 
and rap-industry stress in strings of rectum 
jokes and darkly absurd non sequiturs. 
Both albums were conceptual pieces. 
Octagon (loosely) chronicled the adven- 
tures of an unhinged space-alien gynecolo- 
gist, a “paramedic fetus of the East” repre- 
senting “the Church of the Operating 
Room.” Sex Style starred Keith as a hilari- 
ously low-rent pimp with a fistful of filthy 
Polaroids. 

The closest thing to a concept on First 
Come is Keith saying, “Look in the fuckin’ 
mirror, you’re wack . . . fuck you,” a senti- 
ment he expresses on “No Chorus” and 
reiterates, over creeping snares and petro- 
leum-jelly Moogs, on the 18 shit-talkin’ 
tracks that follow. Good thing no one, but 
no one, talks shit the way Keith does — 
each diss has a visual, three-dimensional 
life of its own, each serial-murder/prison- 
rape boast makes Eminem sound as hung- 
up as Dawson Leery. “While you sleep,” 
Keith deadpans at one point, “I take pic- 
tures of bullets in your navel/Open your 
face and pour milk in your forehead . . . I 
march in black sheets on the sunset 
streets/With hoods like Dracula I walk in 
back of ya/Dragging your stomach parts to 
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SMOOTH OPERATOR: no one talks shit the way Kool 
each of his disses has a visual, three-dimen-

McDonald’s/Drinkin’ Absolut bottles and 
bottles/Why you tryin’ to fuck with the 
most exotic models?” 

Later, he tenderly adopts a sewer rat 
(because “Michael Jackson had one”), 
accuses rival MCs of wearing skidmarked 
Victoria’s Secret (on the borderline-homo- 
erotic “I Run Rap”), and brags that his 
vocal cameo on the Prodigy’s “Diesel 
Power” netted him $40 million. No matter 
what, it’s the same story Keith knows 
that he’s the greatest and 
that the world owes him 
all the booty/power 
respect it stupidly lavish- 
es on rappers who suck. 
But since he can’t make 
the real world treat him 
like the Mack, he’s stuck 
at the top of a small 
world, Ron Jeremy 
dreaming of being Brad 
Pitt. He can get Pen & Pixel Graphics, the 
Photoshop imagineers behind those ghet- 
to-phantasmagorical No  Limit/Cash 
Money CD sleeves, to design his (satirical) 
cover shot, but he’s still not a player, and it 
leaves him so frustrated that his mental 
orgy scenes keep turning into snuff films. 
Or maybe the dude’s just nuts. 

In any case, a little of this goes a long 
way, especially toward the end, when Keith 
starts mocking hair-weaved welfare moms 
as if he were reading for a UPN pilot. And 
if Keith really despises wack Doc Ock 
impersonators, he should quit ceding the 
mike to them — Sir Menelik, who cameo’d 
on a few Octagon tracks, is no Kool Keith, 
and First Come second banana Jacky Jasper 
is no Sir Menelik. But there’s always an 
arresting image (“rotten skulls on my 
waterbed”) or a gag (like Keith speaking 
the hook on “You Live at Home with Your 
Mom” through a _ tracheotomy-patient 
voice box) to snap your head back. Bonus 
(sampled) cameo: Elliott Gould, yo! 


FROM THE RIDICULOUS to the sub- 
lime: it’s been four years since the Oakland 
duo Blackalicious dropped their casually 
brilliant debut EP, the now-scarce Melodica 
(Solesides). They’ll have an album, Nia, out 
this fall on the 3-2-1 label. Until then, check 
out their East Bay 
space-cowboy style on 
the bionically buoyant 
seven-song A2G EP 
(also 3-2-1). Gift of 
Gab bobs and weaves 
and signifies at break- 
neck speed, giving 
shouts out to “all 
recovered alcoholics 
chillin’ up in AA,” 
while Chief Xcel cuts 
up country clavinets 
and chewy, surging 
funk.

Jonathan LaMaster’s Saturnalia 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Improvised music can be like 


Morse code — a language of dots and dashes of sound 


meaningful only to a cult audience. Like the song of the 


telegraph wire, the music of free- 
improvisers — players who pluck their 
notions from thin air — can seem so 
abstract, so expressionistic, so apparently 
devoid of structure or clear melodic and 
harmonic relationships, that it can sound 
meaningless to those uninitiated in its 
vocabulary. So the fate of all but a few who 
choose the path of free improvisation is 
usually obscurity. 

Boston’s Saturnalia may avoid that fate. 
This Monday night, a splinter group of 
these six creative kindred spirits from 
Boston led by violinist/guitarist Jonathan 
LaMaster will mark the release of a new 
seven-inch vinyl record upstairs at the 
Middle East. On any night Saturnalia are 
as likely to latch onto a melody as to cold- 
shoulder any notions of theme or key. But 
they’re more inclined toward willful obscu- 
rity these days than when they started in 
1996. Which is why it’s so surprising that 
they won the “Best Local Jazz Act” title in 
this year’s Boston Phoenix/WFNX Best 
Music Poll. Besides, they don’t play jazz. 
Saturnalia instead mix elements of jazz, 
rock, classical, and pure noise with a lot of 
sweat, muscle, and instinct-driven smarts 
into a sound that at best walks its own 
unconventional high wire. 

“Saturnalia has come into its own,” 
attests LaMaster. “I’m not sure it’s jazz, 
but I’m not completely sure it isn’t. When 
we first started, I was more conscious of 
writing heads to improvise from, like jazz, 
but I think that was only because of my 
own musical experiences at the time. | 
came from a background of having classi- 
cal training and playing in rock bands and 
being influenced by progressive rock and 
things like Mahavishnu Orchestra. But with 
a group of musicians this talented working 
together, it’s only natural that it would 
develop its own character.” 

Actually, the line-up has multiple per- 
sonalities. There’s the sextet of LaMaster, 
James Coleman on theremin, Tatsuya 
Nakatani on drums, John Voight on bass, 
vocalist Liz Tonne, and _ cellist/ 
guitarist/serangi player Vic Rawlings. 
That group might conduct intricate, 
lengthy explorations of melody and 
dynamics — as they did when | caught the 
spell-binding, time-halting set they deliv- 
ered at the Middle East last fall — or they 
might do the speaking-in-tongues they 
offered at Jacques last Friday (a discon- 
nected performance that LaMaster 
described as “rushed” because of a late 
starting time and deference to an out-of- 
town headliner).

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Then there’s the Saturnalia String Trio: 
LaMaster, Rawlings, and bassist Michael 
Bullock. Like Saturnalia, they’ve toured 
and carved a foothold in the national avant- 
garde underground. Locally they’ve played 
their own concerts and have collaborated 
on stage and in the studio with Boston 
avant guru Roger Miller and his duo with 
Larry Dersch called Binary System. 

On Monday, the trio will play with 
Miller and Dersch as well as the noted 
free-jazz saxophonist Daniel Carter, 
which whom they’ve recorded a seven- 
inch, 33-RPM record. That single, with 
the snappy title Saturnalia String Trio with 
Daniel Carter, boasts the four-part 
“Evanescences,” “Brooklyn Nocturne,” 
and “Impromptu Populism.” These pieces 
reflect the Saturnalia approach at its most 
graceful and listenable. The strings lay 
down a textural chiaroscuro for Carter, 
who solos in relaxed and sensuous fash- 
ion, playing long lines that slither over the 
trio and through the sonic openings they 
leave. 

Like Saturnalia’s previous release, the 
1998 CD Jonathan LaMaster’s Saturnalia, 
both recordings are on the Sublingual 
label. Sublingual is also home to the Boston 
Underbelly CD, a compilation of musicians 
on the local fringe that includes studio 
madman Bill T. Miller, Binary System, and 
Saturnalia. And the label has released No 
Fly Zone, by electronic musician Andrew 
Newman. 

To get a handle on how LaMaster has 
steered his interests, listen to Jonathan 
LaMaster’s Saturnalia. It’s split between 
1996 recordings, when Saturnalia was 
born as a studio project, and 1997 sessions 
from the live sextet. The music overall is 
both daring and cogent, documenting 
Saturnalia’s evolution from partly com- 
posed pieces to spontaneous improvisa- 
tions. 

It also documents the way LaMaster 
willed his band into existence, hunting 
hard for the right players to fit his con- 
cept and luring them to the fold. Then he 
built an audience — via establishing his 
own label and a series of self-booked 
shows at the Middle East and Jacques — 
for his experimental music in this garage- 
rock town. 

“The improvising scene is not highly 
lucrative,” he concludes. “But we’ve been 
able to prove that there’s an audience that 
will come to our shows.” &

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**x* Danielle Howle, CATALOG 
(Kill Rock Stars). When Danielle 
Howle sings, “It was such a gift to 
rock,” at this album's outset, it 
doesn’t mean what you probably 
think. She's just relating fond mem- 
ories of a treetop chair. And the 
song's chorus, “I just like to watch,” 
is absolutely not a double enten- 
dre. It’s a fitting start for a mostly- 
solo acoustic disc of front-porch 
music with a rural Southern tinge. 
Although she’s fronted two elec- 
tric bands (Lay Quiet Awhile and 
the Tantrums), Howle is probably 
better known for the charming and 
rambling spoken monologues she 
does between songs on stage 
(these were captured a few years 
back on an live album for Amy 
Ray's Daemon label). To her cred- 
it, she doesn’t take the easy path 
and push her eccentric side for- 
ward: the mood here is mostly 
somber, with a dozen songs cover- 
ing farewells to friends, lovers, and 
deceased relatives. She has the 
same conversational delivery that 
Vic Chesnutt’s perfected, and she 
can work similar wonders with sub- 
tle shifts of tone. The one thing she 
needs is an editor: “Still in Love 
with You” is a lovely countryish 
tune, but it's crammed a bit tight 
with words. And the five-minute 
“Ode to the Group Boys” says a lot 
of bittersweet goodbyes without 
much in the way of explanation. 
Mostly, though, Howle’s songs 
have more than enough depth. 
She just needs to slow down and 
write another catchy chorus or two 
— Brett Milano 


**1/2 Chic, LIVE AT THE 
BUDOKAN (Sumthing). If the 
Rolling Stones can slouch across 
the world’s stages 25 to 35 years 
after it really mattered, why not 
Chic? Thus comes this live CD of 
the number-one disco band’s 1996 
appearance in Tokyo, memorable 
for having been the last time that 
Nile Rodgers and the late Bernard 
Edwards, the Chic rhythm kings, 
played together — Edwards died 
that very night in his hotel room. 

The Budokan show was Chic’s 
first in eight years. Minus original 
drummer Tony Thompson and silky 
singers Diva Grey and Alfa 
Anderson, a new Chic crew resur- 
rected a lot of the old dreamy 
dance magic on hits like “Dance 
Dance Dance,” “Le Freak,” “I Want 
Your Love,” and, with Sister Sledge 
joining in, “He's the Greatest 
Dancer” and “We Are Family.” 
Surprise guest guitarist Slash was 
there too, playing a wild lead on 
“Le Freak.” Still, the band’s rusti- 
ness shows on this recording 
Songs that once whispered and 
shimmered now walk thickly and 
sound dark.

ly reunited Australia chamber-pop 
outfit, admits it’s not really a great- 
est hits ‘cause the Go-Betweens 
“didn't have any hits”; didn't have a 
label that promoted them worth a 
damn; didn’t have “foot-stomping, 
air-punching standout things”; and 
were utterly out of step with the 
“greedy, money-making excess” of 
the ‘80s. 

Ten years after the fact, they 
finally hooked up with a label that 
revels in their refusal to equate 
young with loud and _ snotty. 
Beggars even hired a calligrapher 
to design an elegant new Go- 
Betweens logo for a six-album reis- 
sue series in 1996. This compila- 
tion provides a handy distillation of 
that series; it also preserves the 
fine Go-Betweens tradition of 
including two I's (as in Bellavista) in 
the title. Sure, it's quibble-worthy 
(where's the ebullient '87 love song 
“Right Here”?). But they were nice 
enough to include “Bye Bye Pride” 
— the greatest song ever to men- 
tion my birthday (May 24 — buy 
presents).

Although the gold mine of '60s pop 
may seem long-emptied, Kurt 
Heasley’s Lilys continue to dig 
deeper than most of their peers, 
and they turn out newer, stranger 
alloys. Neither as traditionalist as 
Apples in Stereo nor as psyche- 
delia-obsessed as Olivia Tremor 
Control, Heasley and his ever- 
changing line-up avoid traditional 
song structures as often as they 
embrace them 
The 3-Way is a sophisticated 
follow-up to '96’s Better Can't 
Make Your Life Better and the '97 
EP Services for the Soon To Be 
Departed. Crammed full of catchy 
tunes and fuzzbox guitar riffs, the 
album *seethes with hooks. 
Heasley’s songs go off on tangents 
that most songwriters couldn't get 
back from, which is what keeps the 
Lilys from being just another Kinks 
tribute band. At more than seven 
minutes apiece, “Socs Hip” and

likely keep his Lilys a marginal act 
in the states, yet The 3-Way earns 
him a spot alongside XTC’s Andy 
Partridge as a skewed yet accessi- 
ble popsmith.

Award at the Jerusalem Film Fest, 
the Best Foreign Film Oscar from 
the Academy, and the Best Actor 
Oscar for Benigni. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni's Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-—like antics 
amusing or sophomoric.
